NOT A COLLECTION AGENCY. 


Decision That Government Is Under No 
Obligation to Force Contractors 


to Pay for Supplies. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—A decision was 
made to-day by the Controller of the 
Treasury of special interest to Government 
contractors and merchants who supply 
them with materials. 

George W. Pierson was the contractor 
for the erection of certain buildings at the 


Frankford Arsenal, Philadelphia. The 
amount of the contract was $78,600, of 
which the sum of $61,000 has been paid. 
Persons who supplied the contractor with 
materials and labor made claim to the 
Chief of Ordnance that they should be 
paid by the Government before a final 
settlement was made with the contractor, 
who had failed to meet his obligations with 

e ° 

Thus the question was presented whether 
the contractor should be paid regardless of 
the fact that he had failed to pay for ma- 
terials used in the performance of the con- 
tract. It was referred to the Controller, 
and that official decided that payment 
must be made the contractor regardless 
of the claims of his creditors. 
__it is held by the Controller that no duty 
is imposed by the act of Aug. 13, 1894, 
upon officers of the Government to secure 
the payment by contractors, under the pro- 
vision in the bond required by the statute, 
of amounts due for labor and materials. 
Mr. Pierson will, therefore, receive’ the 
balance due him for construction, after 
taking out damages caused the Government 
by delay in completing the contract. 


TUCKER ROBBERY MOUNTING’ UP 


Baltimorean Took $100,000 More of Fa- 
ther’s Estate Than Reported—His 
Mother Prostrated.

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 3.—Inquiries are 
being made about the unknown woman who 
went to Central America with William 
T. Tucker when he disappeared six weeks 
ago, after taking all the negotiable securi- 
ties of his father’s estate from the strong 
box in the vaults of the Merchants’ Trust 
and Deposit Company's vaults. The amount 
of securities missing now foot up to $100,000 
more than was first announced. 

“We want to learn where all this money 
has gone,”’ said G. H. Glover of New York, 
a brother-in-law of young Tucker, “and 
we are trying to locate some of his com- 
panions in order to ascertain if they know 
anything.”’

Failed to Report Removal to a Cottage 
of Dr. N. Coleman, Stricken with 
Fever— Sick Physician Also 
Quits Hospital in Anger. 


Will Be Tried in the Foreign Settlement 
—Shen-Chien’s Fate Alters For- 


eign Ministers’ Views. Bait. Vanishes, Dead Fish Float, Super- 


stition Takes Fright, and Foreign-

LONDON, Sept. 4.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of The Times says he is in- 
formed that there is not the slightest 
Possibility that the Supao prisoners will 
be delivered to the Chinese authorities. 
Several of the Foreign Ministers who, 
to serve political ends, expressed their 
willingness to hand over the prisoners, 
have, since the horrible execution of 
Shen-Chien, reconsidered their opinion 
and will support the British Minister. 

The correspondent says the action of 
the British Government in regard to this 
question was most humane and praise- 
worthy and has met with widespread ap- 
proval. Viceroy Chang-Chi-Tung’s pro- 
posal that the men be surrendered on 
condition that the Chinese Government 
undertake to sentence them to imprison- 
ment only is repugnant to a majority of 
the Ministers, who know that such im- 
prisonment, with its lingering horrors, 
would be worse than execution. 

The procedure of the trial, adds the 
correspondent, will be that originally 
agreed upon by the Taotai and the Con- 
sul General, except that in place or 
alongside of the Mixed Court Magistrate 
will sit a Magistrate of higher rank, em- 
powered to impose a more severe sen- 
tence, probably a Shanghai City Magis- 
trate. 


Dr. W. B. Jones, house physician at 
Bellevue Hospital, was suspended yester- 
day afternoon by Dr. Mabon, Superin- 
tendent of the hospital, for alleged in- 
Subordination fn failing to report that Dr. 
R. Coleman, who is attached to the staff 
of the Fourth Medical Division, and who 
is ill with typhoid fever, had been placed 
in the Townsend cottage, attached to the 
hospital. It is said that there were high 
words between the Superintendent and Dr. 
Jones immediately before the latter was 
suspended, 

Other members of the medical ahd surgical 
staffs of the hospital are siding with Dr. 
Jones in the discussion, and several of 
them have declared that if the house phy- 
sician is not speedily reinstated they will 
resign. Dr. Jones will, it is said, be asked 
to explain his conduct to the Board of 
Trustees. 

Bellevue Hospital has handled an unusu- 
ally large number of typhoid fever cases 
this Summer, and Dr, Coleman has had 
charge of the ward. Three days ago he 
contracted the fever himself. Dr. Jones 
was cuiled to examine him, and diagnosed 
the case as a severe one. He immediately 
ordered that Dr. Coleman be taken to the 
Townsend cottage, the typhoid ward being 
crowded. The cottage consists of six small 
rooms. There is one cot in each room, and 
it is used for dangerous cases. 

It seems that the presence of Dr. Cole- 
man in the cottage was also unknown to 
Miss Jane Delano, Superintendent of Nyrses 
at the hospital. Yesterday, when she 
learned of the fact, she communicated it 
at once to Dr. Mabon, who visited the 
Townsend cottage and saw Dr. Doieman. 

Later Dr. Mabon sent for Dr. Jones and 
asked him why Dr. Coleman had been 
placed in the Townsend cottage without 
his (Mabon's) knowledge. Dr. Jones is said 
to have replied that the typhoid fever ward 
was overcrowded, and that it was thought 
Dr. Coleman would be better cared for at 
the cottage. Superintendent Mabon then

_BURGO, N. F., Sept. 3.—Things are pretty 
serious here among the American fishing 
schooners. The lack of bait and the cer- 
tainty that the trip will be almost a dead 
loss has made many of the foreign fisher- 
men desperately quarrelsome. 

If all the fleet gets away from here with- 
out further bloodshed, it will be remark- 
able, say some of the Captains. The for- 
eigners in the crews are trying their best 
to make trouble. 

A queer thing has happened to make 
the situation worse. The squid—the usual 
bait for the banks—have disappeared. Now 
at Grand Bank the sea is covered with 
dead caplin. These caplin are no use for 
bait, for somehow the cod will not bite at 
them. 

Frobably there has been some bad sub- 
marine upheaval, driving mackerel toward 
the coast, killing the squid and caplin, and 
hurting the cod fisheries badly. But the 
foreign sailors believe that these things 
are omens of coming trouble. 

Between bad luck and superstition these 
men are beyond handling. hey have ter- 
rorized schooner after schooner, and are 
ready for anything, from mutiny to piracy. 

Three American vessels have already lett 
for Gloucester without any fares. Other 
Captains are hanging on, hoping against 
nope. Besides the ill-fated Golden Rod, 
the Colonial and the Helen Wells have 
gone back to Gloucester empty. 

But as some of the American Captains 
have left, the attitude of the foreign crews 
toward the Captains who remain has 
grown uglier all the time. So far the Cap- 
tains have had little worse than threats 
thrown at them, but a general mutiny 
against Americans may break out at any 
time. 


SCHWAB’S CAPE MAY HOUSE. 


To Erect Italian Villa on Land Pur- 
chased in a Newly Opened Sec- 
tion of the Resort. 


Mail advices from the Orient now to 
hand explain the opening stages of the 
Supao sedition case more satisfactorily 
than the cable despatches already publish- 
ed. 

The Supao is a Chinese journal published 
at Shanghai by a number of young “ liter- 
ati,” who, judging from their writings, 
belong to the extreme section of the Re- ' 
form Party. Not favorably disposed toward 
the Manchurian Dynasty and the Court at 
Peking to begin with, their anti-dynastic 
sentiments were strengthened by the un- 


patriotic attitude of the present adminis- 
tration in the face of Russian aggression 
and other dangers threatening the Empire. 
In the Supao they printed some very im- 
met articles, strongly denouncing the 

anchu rulers of China as the hereditary 
enemies of the nation. Not content with ! 
this, they published pamphlets teaching 
similar anti-Manchu doctrines. 

The matter soon attracted the attention 
of the Chinese authorities, and the Con-

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 3.—The fight be- 
tween the State and the manufacturers on 
the new Child Labor law started to-day 
when Deputy State Factory Inspector 
Joseph H. Milburn caused eight little chil- 
dren to be sent from work in the A. L. 
Ryan woolen mills in this city. The new 
law passed by the last Legislature to wipe 
out child labor provides that no child under 
fourteen years of age shall be employed in 
factories or mills. 

Two weeks ago the South Jersey glass 
manufacturers announced that they would 
fight the measure, and Gov. Murphy di- 
rected the State Factory Inspector to see 
that it was obeyed. This morning Deputy 


Factory Inspector Milburn appeared at the 
A. L. Ryan mills and picked out eight boys 
whom he believed to be under the pre- 
scribed age. 

Alfred Ryan, the mill owner, was asked 
for certificates of the children’s ages, but 
could not furnish them. When the Deputy 
ordered the children to quit the premises, 
the mill owner told them to come back to- 
morrow with certificates of ages. The Dep- 
uty declares that their certificates must be 
absolutely conclusive evidence that the 
children are above fourteen years old, or 
he will cause the arrest of the mill owner. |

ALLOWED TO RETURN TO PEKING. 


Alabama Federal Court Comes to Aid 
of Bankrupt Southern Car and 
Foundry Company.

TACOMA, Washington, Sept. 3.—News od 
brought from Yokohama by the steamship 
Hyades that the operations of the American 
Tobacco Company in Japan have a tend- 
ency to awaken opposition to the further 
introduction of American capital. Some 
time ago the American Tobacco Compafy 
purchased the controlling interest in the 
Murai Brothers Companly, one of the larg- 
est concerns handling tobacco throughout 
the Japanese Empire. 
The Directors of the Japanese concern 


have lately announced that the payment of 
dividends will be suspended for fifteen 
years, and this decision has caused great 
dissatisfaction among the original owners 
of the property who hold minority shares. 
Whether the American Tobacco Trust is 
endeavoring to depreciate the value of the 
shares cannot be told, though some think 
that the plan pursued will have this result. 

This action by the representatives of the 
American Tobacco Company has created 
something of a panic among the stockhold- 
ers of the Electric Railway Company, in- 
corporated to construct the line between 
Kobe and Osaka. This company has been 
negotiating with Mr. Brady of New York 
to introduce American capital. Some of 
its officers are now in favor of breaking 
off the negotiations arrd making no further 
effort to secure American financial sup- 
port.

BREAK IN ERIE CANAL.

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| COME OUT FOR M’CLELLAN 


Tammany District Leaders Declare 
‘ Their Choice for Mayoralty. 


Leader Murphy Practically Admits the 


Congressman Is His Favorite, but 
Asserts He Is Unpledged. 


Practically all of the district leaders in 
Tammany Hall yesterday came out openly 
for the nomination of Representative 


George B. McClellan for Mayor on the- 
Democratic ticket. This followed the in- 


formation published yesterday morning to 
the effect that Charles F. Murphy, the 
leader of the Wigwam, had finally deter- 
mined upon McClellan’s nomination unless 
wholly unforeseen conditions should arise 


between now and Oct. 1, when the City Con- 
vention will be held at Carnegie Hall. 

For months the district leaders have 
heard the McClellan talk, but it was not 
until the renomination of Seth Low by the 
Fusionists was so strongly forecast by the 
conference committee at the Tuesday night 
session that this talk became so strong that 
the district leaders believed the time had 
arrived to show their colors and to openly 
declare for the man they knew to be the 
choice of the leader of them all. The dis- 
cussion of candidates with the leaders yes- 
terday and with Mr. Murphy brought out 
the fact that within the last week Hugh 
McLaughlin, who controls Democratic af- 
fairs in Kings County, Borough President 
Cassidy of Queens, and Nicholas Muller of 
Richmond, the leaders of their respective 
districts, have signified a willingness to 
support the nomination of McClellan if 
Murphy desires to have them do so. Mr. 
Murphy himself made a formal statement 
yesterday concerning the McClellan candi- 


dacy and emphasizing his position as 
brought out in yesterday morning's publi- 
cations. 

“There has been no candidate selected 
by the Democrats for the a a 
said Mr. Murphy, “and none will be se- 
lected until] the meeting of the Democratic 
City Committee is held. I have a high per- 
sonal regard for Mr. McClellan, for he is 
a young man of pues and made an ex- 
cellent record as President of the Board 
of Aldermen and as a member of Con- 
gress. I firmly believe he would make as 
good a candidate for Mayor as any_whese 
names have been mentioned, but I wish 
to have it understood that all the candi- 
dates will be considered, and that no man 
has been decided upon to the exclusion 
of all others who may be suggested. Con- 
ditions change continually and we want 
suggestions, for the Democracy will nom- 
inate a man who can and will win in the 
coming election. No matter who the can- 
didate may be, I want to say from all in- 
formation at my command that he will 
sweep this city in a manner that must for 
years bury fake reform and the dead 
promises of a non-partisan government. 

Among the principal Tammany men who 
came out openly yesterday for the nomina- 
tion of McClellan were Representative 
Francis Burton Harrison, Sergeant 
Cram. Chairman of the General Commit- 
tee; John Bi Sexton, leader in the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District, and Dr. William 
J. O'Sullivan. All of them expressed the 
opinion that McClellan would make the 
strongest candidate yet named, and they 
were confident that he would be the man 
to be selected by the City Committee and 
fatified by. the City Convention. All Tam- 
many men seemed to be a unit in agreeing 
that the charge of ‘‘ Murphy’s man" would 
be made against any one who would be 
nominated, and that if such a charge is to 
be raised fear of it should not prevent them 
from naming the man who, In their opinion, 
is the best to place at the head of the city 
ticket. Meanwhile McClellan is still trav- 
eling tn Europe, but is expected to be back 
here between the 12th and 15th of the 
month. 

It was said yesterday at Tammany Hall 
that assurances have been received by 
Murphy from Edward M. Shepard, the 
Mayoralty candidate in the last municipal 
campaign, that he will take the stump in 
behalf of McClellan if he is nominated. 
This is regarded as high indorsement by 
the Tammany men, who say that Shepard 
had told Murphy that he admires McClel- 
lan greatly. and would be pleased to do any- 
thing in his power to aid in his election, 
in the event of his being placed in the field.

TRAIN WRECK ON LACKAWANNA. 


Every Car Thrown from Track by Loos- 
ened Tire, but No One Killed.

STROUDSBURG, Penn., Sept. 3.—What 
railroad men consider a remarkable escape 
from a fatal railroad wreck took place on 
the Pocono Mountains near Henryville Sta- 
tion on the Lackawanna Railroad at 4:45 
this morning. 

The train was composed of nine cars; one 
day coach, six sleepers, one express, and 
one baggage car. The sleepers were well 
filled when the wreck occurred. There were 
about a dozen passengers in the day coach, 
and several of these were injured. 

The train was coming down the mountain, 
when about 150 yards west of the Hepry- 
ville station the tire on the rear left driver 
of the locomotive, which had become loos- 
ened, dropped oF- This threw the tender 
and rear of the locomotive and all the 
coaches from the track and tore up the 
rails for some distance. 

The front end of the engine was all that 
remained on the rails. The cars were 
thrown in all directions, several bein 
turned crosswise, but luckily they did no 
turn over. Wreckers were sent for from 
Scranton and East Stroudsburg. Superin- 
tendent E. M. Rine came down from Scran- 
ton with the wrecking crew from that city. 


Stricken with Heart Disease, Business 
Man of This City Passes Away 
at Lake Placid.

It is 
true that I have $40,000,000 available for 
deposits if conditions should hereafter 
render it expedient to make so large an 
increase, but for the present I am ac- 
cepting only. applications for small 
amounts that have been on file for severahk 
months, and am confining these accept- 
ances to the agricultural districts.”

The amount deposited could Mot be learned 
in:the Secretary’s absence, but it is thought 
it approximated $2,500,000, These deposits 
are believed to have beep made in sec- 
tions of the country where a stringency is 
threatened on account of the approaching 
crop movement.

Fog Misses Finish Line. 


CHALLENGER QUTSAILED 


Barr Steers True Course in 
Fog and Defender Dashing 


Out of Mist Bank Makes 
Spectacular Finish— 
Small Fleet to Cheer 
the Winning Yacht. 


Reliance won her third race trom the 
third Shamrock yesterday, and the reward 
of her three ‘victories is the title, “‘ Sue- 
cessful Defender of America’s Cup.” The 
result of this a fore- 


gone conclusion, for in the first and sec- 
ond races the defender demonstrated so 
decisively her superiority that the final 


victory was scarcely more than a formality 
to comply with the terms of the mutual 
agreement. 

There was no surprise in Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s final disappointment, but he must 
have wondered what strange spell is hang- 
ing over the old trophy which has defied 
the efforts of British yachtsmen for fifty- 
two years, and in the futile quest of which 
he himself has sacrifiecd three Shamrocks, 
four years of effort, and two millions of 
dollars. 

The America’s Cup is now safe. Cob- 
webs may accumulate around it in its rest- 
ing place until some boid foreign yachts- 
man, with the moral and financial cour- 
age of Sir Thomas Lipton, challenges for 
its possession. 

No artist can imagine a more beautiful 
or a more remarkable picture than the 
finish of this perfunctory contest. When 
the start was made the air was clear, and 
the surface of the water was hardly ruffled 
by the faint southerly breeze. 

A few minutes after the yachts had 
rounded the outer mark, and when Sham- 
rock III. was a mile astern, a dense fog 
came up, and in another few minutes the 
racers were completely hidden in its misty 
folds. The little spectator fleet that bore 
the faithful who journeyed day after day 
to see the end of the series groped its 
way to the finish line to await the end. 


RELIANCE COMES AND GOES, 


Every eye peered in the direction from 
which the leading yacht would come, but 
100 yards marked the range of the keenest 
vision. Boats half that distance away 
loomed big in the mist. The only sound 
was the hoarse warning of the intermittent 
foghorn. 

Suddenly a great flapping was heard, as 
of the wings of some giant bird alighting 
from its lofty flight. A moment later the 
defender’s headsails pierced the rim of the 
fogbound circle. Barr had steered his dif- 
ficult course as true as a die. The noise 
was the shaking of the immense balloon 
jibtopsail, which was being taken in even 
as she neared the finish line. 

On rushed the victoridus defender on the 
wings of the wind, and in a moment she 
had sped over the finish line, where a sin- 
gle blast of the committee boat's whistle 
announced her victory. 

Even as the whistles of the fleet paid 
noisy tribute to the wonderful speed which 
had won her title for her, and to the splen- 
did’ seamanship which had brought her 
straight to the finish line on the day of 


final victory, Reliance disappeared into the 
fog. as mysteriously as she had risen out 
o t. 

The same misty halo which had crowned 
the detender’s victory was a curtain -for 
the challenger’s defeat. When Shamrock 
disappeared in the fog she was a mile be- 
hind Reliance. Thirty-one minutes after 
the defender had crossed the finish line, at 
5:30:02, Shamrock Ili. emerged from the 
gloom a quarter of a mile northeast of th 
Sandy Hook Lightship. In the fog she ha 
gone out of her course, and had passed far 
eastward of the finjsh line. 

When she found Out where she was she 
seemed to look disconsolately at the com- 
mittee boat, which was waiting to take 
her time, and then in the depth of het 
despondency she did what no British chal- 
lenger has ever done even in the sorrow of 
overwhelming defeat. She did not finish. 
Taking a line from her consort, the Cruiz- 
er, she turned about and the merciful fog 
wrapped its folds around the beaten yacht 
as she made her mournful way back to 
Sandy Hook. In this, the thirteenth con- 
test for America’s Cup, as in the first race 
for that trophy, yesterday as on that day 
fifty-two years ago, there was, as it was 
weportes to Queen Victoria, ‘‘ no second.” 

he race Itself revealed no new way in 
which Reliance can outsail Shamrock ITIL, 
The wind was very Hght at the start, in- 
creasing to ten knots, then falling off, and 
coming in fresh again toward the finish. 
The sea was undisturbed by swell or chop, 
and Heliance gave additional and convinc- 
ing proof that under those conditions she 
has no equal. In the fifteen-mile beat to 

the outer mark she defeated Shamrock IIL. 
by 11 minutes and 3 seconds from the of- 
ficial start, and by 11 minutes actual sail- 
ing. Her gain on the run home. on ac- 
count of the chalienger’s failure to finish 
will never be known, but the defender’s vic- 
tory over the whole course must have been 
at least 20 minutes. The humiliation of 
the challenger was complete, for the sum of 
her three defeats is greater than the sum 
of Columbia's six victories over Shamrock 
I. and Shamrock II. 


CHALLENGER OUTCLASSED. 


Shamrock III. was defeated not because 
she was unduly slow, but because Reliancs 
was so wonderfully fast. The challengés 
undoubtedly is the fastest boat Britain ever 
sent across the ocean, and she is also the 
most beautiful. Against beauty, however, 
Capt. ‘“‘ Nat.” Herreshoff matched power, 


and power won. 
So remarkable were the results obtaines 


in the desi of the latest defender that 
was quite outclassed. It is 
to be regretted that weather conditions did 
not provide a strong breeze and a rough 
sea, as under those conditions it is evident 
that Shamrock III. would have given a bet- 
ter account of herself. 

The general rejoicing over Reliance’s vic- 
tory vesterday was heightened by the fact 
that it ended the series, the termination of 
which, on account of vagaries of wind and 
weather, was protracted by five disappoint- 
ing postponements. Yesterday it seemed 
almost. certain that another postponement 
would be added to the lengthy list, for 
when the starting hour of 11 o'clock arrived 
the yachts were still clinging to their tugs. 
There was not enough breeze to give them 
steerage way. 

The credit of the finished race belongs to 
the Regatta Committee. After waiting for 
an hour and a half with apparently no 
prospect of a freshening breeze, the com- 
mittee, with a large faith in the future, sig- 
neled a windward and leeward course; and 
at 1 o'clock, the limit of the starting time 
as provided for in the mutual a ent, 
the yachts were sent away.

FOG HIDES ALL CRAFT. 


Nobody will know the relative positions 
after that, for when the fog came up from 
"the south and east they could not see each 
other, and even the nearest of the follow- 


ing fleet, the committee boat, press tugs, 
and the revenue cutters could not see 
them. It is fair to assume, however, that 
Reliance increased her lead, for the wind, 
Which had hardened to twelve knots, gave 
her superior sail spread still more advan- 
tage. er gain would be increased still fur- 
ther by the fact, which came to light later, 
; that Shamrock sailed out of her course. 
'* Capt. Barr’s skill in picking up the light- 
ship in the fog, is the more to be admired, 
as on the big ninety footers the steel boom 
and other spars act so powerfully on the 
delicate needle of the compass that the in- 
strument is rendered of little use. 

It was fortunate that the excursion fleet 
Was very small, because, if a greater num- 
“ber of vessels had crowded the course, it 
would have been impossible to have pre- 
, vented accidents in the thick fog which 
closed in very rapidly. All the vessels, 
when the yachts were lost to view, started 
for the finish line, there to await their 
foming, as it was certain then, in regard 
to which there was some doubt before, that 
| the race would be finished within the time 
limit. Carefully as the steam craft pro- 
ceeded, only the closest lookout prevented 
collision. Even amid the ceaseless blasts 
of the whistles, the black and white hulls 
, of tugs and steam yachts would loom up 
| almost aboard of each other, but no mishap 
Was reported when the fleet oped itseif 
f@round the Sandy Hook Lightship. The 
Erin, like Shamrock III., lost herself in the 
fog, and did not see Reliance’s remarkaople 
finish. 
|, The fog continued so thick after Reli- 
ance had finished that her tug, the Guid- 
ing Star, had some difficulty in finding 
her after the yacht shot across the line 
into the mist. Much megaphoning and 
tooting of whistles brought them together, 
jand when the fog lifted momentarily fif- 
teen minutes later Reliance had her main- 
sail under cover, and in token of her final 
victory, was flying the Stars and Stripes 
from her masthead and from the tips of 
each of her spreaders. Mr. Morgan paid 
' tribute to the defender’s victory by flying 
the Stars and Stripes from his foremast 
and mainmast and from the fore and main 


affs. 
The fog liftetd as the yachts started back 
for their moorings, and each of the home- 
‘ward bound fleet, as it passed the vic- 
torious defender, gave her three rousing 
«cheers and innumerable tigers. Mr. Iselin, 
with W. Butler Duncan, Woodbury Kane, 
Wewberry D. Thornee, and Herbert C. 
and Herbert C. Leeds, who sailed with him 
on the Reliance, acknowledged the tribute 
to the swiftness of their boat with equal en- 
thusiasm. It was dusk when victorious Reli- 
nee and defeated Shamrock reached their 
ndy Hook moorings, and ‘bright moon- 
light when the first of the fleet which saw 
the end of the thirteenth America’s Cup 
Series, reached the city. 


THE RACE IN DETAIL. 


Result Was Never in Doubt from the 
First Tack — Barr Goes Over 
Line First. 


The last encounter of Reliance and 
Shamrock was less a race than a sai] over 
for the former. The challenger was out of 
the contest from the start. Her only part 
in it after the first tack was to permit a 
comparison of the defender’s superiority on 
every point of sailing. She was outpointed, 
outfooted, outrun, and outreached. Truc, 
she suffered similarly in the two ineffect- 
tial attempts that preceded the final tri- 
umph cf the American boat, but in those 
fiascos the the feeble airs prevailing of- 
fered her admirers the opportunity to ex- 
plain her poor showing by admitting that 
&he was outclassed by Reliance in a drift- 
ing match. No such excuse, however, can 
te made for her performance yesterday. 


The race, if race it can be called, was not 
a drifting match. The wind was light at 
the start, but it freshened soon after, and 
over nine-tenths of the course came in the 
| Shape of a good whole-sail breeze. The 
Sea Was remarkably smooth over most of 
the way to the outer mark, though it took 
on quite a jump before the turn. On the 
homestretch the wind rose to nearly fif- 
teén miles an hour. The conditions, there- 
fore, Were-such as to give Shamrock a 
chance to show speed if there was any 
in her. She would undoubtedly have

When the light air that had been moving 
over the surface of the ocean took on the 
semblance of a breeze and the Regatta 
Committee indicated by signals that a 
windward course would be laid south from 
the Sandy Hook Li ptahip. the Reliance 
and Shamrock by off their tow lines and 
began to parade with eath other on op- 

site sides of the line. The committee 

t Navigator had anchored about a quar- 
ter of a mile west of the lightship. The Re- 
liince stood to and fro between the two 
marks on the southern or windward side 
of the line, while the Shamrock deployed in 
-+4 manner on the northern or leeward 
£ide. 

Immediately before the preparatory sig- 
mal, at 12:45, they were both reaching east- 
ward with booms well off on the port hand. 
Shamrock was leading, but the Reliance 
was fully a third of a mile to windward. 
Wach carried her biggest clubtopsail and a 
ibtopsail one size larger than the baby. 

he Shamrock’s mainsail was a little 

uckered about the clews, but it set better 
n on any previous appearance. Sham- 
rick wore to the northward and westward 
of the lightship, and Reliance almost at 
the same time to the southward and east- 
That move placed Reliance some 
tance away on the weather bow of the 
mrock. hus they stood westward to- 
rd the Navigator. The wind was blow- 
-from three to four knots, but it had 
gome weight, and the yachts moved with a 
noticeable curl of foam under their bows. 

After the preparatory signal Reliance 
tacked to starboard a few lengths to west- 
ward of the lightship. Shamrock held on 
to t westward until about half way be- 
tween the two marks, then shot up into the 
wind as if about to tack, but after shak- 
fing her headsails a few seconds paid off 
again. Reliance speedily swung back to 

and followed Shamrock. The latter 

was about three-quarters of a mile to the 
‘west of the Navigator when the warning 
signal was given, at 12:55, and the Sham- 
rock was leading by possibly one-third of 
that distance. MReliance, however, had 
otaed off to the northward of Shamrock’s 
wake, and when Shamrock went about 
taéked under her lee bow. It looked as if 
Barr perety. wanted to show his Opponent 
how easily he could extricate himself from 
*the worse position, for Reliance quickly 
reached to the front and out on Sham- 
rock's weather bow. Then Shamrock bore 
away, and Reliance did likewise. In that 
manner they headed back for the Naviga- 


Reliance, stili south of the line, made a 
sharp luff close to the bows of the Navi- 

. gator, and, after hanging in the wind until 
the Shamrock reached up nearly abeam,

distance. Shamrock, meanwhile, held back 
to avoid being crossed and placed under 
Reliance’s lee. Wringe undoubtedly rea- 
soned that, if he stood straight for the 
line, Barr would put Reliance about, cross 
Shamrock’s bows, and take the windward 
berth. Sohe preferred to keep off and let Re- 
liance get well away. But in doing that he 
handicapped his boat slightly. Here are the 
official es of the start:

The actual start of Shamrock was 1:02:03, 
so she was handicapped three seconds. Both 
crossed on the starboard tack, but Sham- 
rock went to port at 1:02:10, almost as soon 
as she was over the line. Reliance held on 
the starboard tack until 1:03:20. When 
about she was somewhat astern, but well 
up to windward. It was almost at once 
apparent, however, that she was both out- 
footing and outpointing her adversary. Be- 
fore they had been half an hour on the 
port tack the interest in the race as a race 
was over. The only element of interest left 
Was as to the lead in minutes and seconds 
the Reliance would have at the outer mark. 

On this tack the yachts were heading for 
the Jersey beach in the neighborhood of 
Galilee, which is a short distance below 
Seabright, but Reliance was heading near- 
ly a mile further than the Shamrock down 
the coast. The wind freshened considerably 
in the first half hour, and at 1:34 Reliance 
took in her jibtopsail to supplant it with a 
baby. The change was made in a minute 
and a half, pretty quick work. Shamrock, 
refusing to follow the example, held on to 
her larger jibtopsail. 

After holding the port tack for more than 
an hour Shamrock found herself among 
the fish pounds off the Jersey Beach. She 
weathered the pound off Galilee, where the 
shipwrecked sailors found safety last Sun- 
day morning by making their frail cutter 
fast to a pile, but she was heading straight 
into the next pound about two miles below. 
The Reliance on her weather bow was well 
to windward of all the pounds in sight. 
Wringe had probably been informed that a 
southerly breeze generally cants to the 
westward along the beach, and would no 
doubt have liked to hold the port tack 
longer, but the pounds ahead made it im- 
possible, so at 2:07:40 he put Shamrock on 
the starboard tack. Reliance went to star- 
board at 2:08:10, 

There was now a fine wholesail breeze 
and Reliance, besides being in the lead, 
was fully half a mile dead to windward. 
The yachts had been traveling at a lively 

ace. They had covered at least ten knots 
n little more than an hour, and they would 
have been very nearly in position to fetch 
the mark if the wind had not backed one 
point to south by east. The mark, how- 
ever, Was too far off shore to be seen from 
the locality where the yachts tacked. The 
freshening wind had stirred up the ocean, 
and as the yachts stood off shore on the 
starboard tack they took a rising sea on the 
starboard bow. The Reliance did not ap- 
pear to splash any more water than the 

hamrock, but she certainly was much 

steadier. The Shamrock rolled and wal- 
lowed considerably more. Her jibtopsail 
was frequently shaking, but less from the 
roll of the sea than from its unsuitability 
to windward work in a fresh breeze. 

Shamrock kept the starboard tack a little 
less than half an hour. She went to port 
ut 2:31:30, and Reliance followed her at 
2:31:50. The latter was rapidly widening 
the gap between herself and the following 
challenger. The manner in which she was 
going ahead and to windward was a sur- 
prise even to those who had all along con- 
tended that what the challenger needed was 
a breeze and a seatvay. A pool had been 
made up immediately after the start on the 
time between the two at the outer mark, 
and on the supposition that the weather 
would be light all but one of the guesses 
were between 12 and 25 minutes in favor of 
Reliance. The exceptional guess credited 
Reliance with 6 minutes, and when the 
wind freshened it was generally conceded 
that this would take the pool. Before the 
mark was raised, however, it became plain 
that the six-minute guesser was not in the 
game. 

As the wind continued to freshen, Capt. 
Wringe at length concluded that the jib- 
topsall he had been carrying from the start, 
was too big for the occasion. He took it in 
at 2:43:30, but was two and a half minutes 
in getting out his baby, or exactly one min- 
ute longer than Barr had been in making 
the change. The Reliance went to starboard 
at 3:01:10, soon after the mark became vis- 
ible, but as Shamrock did not follow, made 
only a short hitch. At 3:04:40 she returned 
to port. After being a little less than 10 
minutes on the port tack she went to star- 
board at 3:13:20. This time Shamrock fol- 
lowed suit. She tacked to starboard at 
3:13:40, but was a long way to leeward of 
the leader's wake. 

At 3:36 the Reliance tacked to port and 
headed for the mark. Less than a minute 
and a half later she took in her jib topsail, 
and the ballooner that was to take its place 
on the run home was up in stops long be- 
fore she made the turn. Shamrock was 
not in position to fetch the mark until 3:44, 
nearly three and a half minutes after Re- 
liance had rounded. The times of the turn 
were:

The actual time between them was 11:07, 
and according to the official time of the 
start, the Reliance had gained 11:03, but 
allowing for Shamrock’s eg her real 
gain had been only 11 minutes. That, how- 
ever, was, under the conditions, enough to 
satisfy the most enthusiastic admirer of the 
American boat. No other defender since the 
Volunteer had made so great a gain in the 
windward on a challenger for the cup in 
such a good sailing breeze. Nor, be it re- 
membered, had the Reliance been able to 
make anything like the showing against 
either Columbia or Constitution under sim- 
flar weather conditions. 

Both yachts jibed booms to port and 
broke out balloon jibtopsails on rounding 
the mark. There was not much to choose 
between the manner in which they rounded 
the mark. Each made a very close and 
neat turn. Both were quick in getting out 
spinnakers to starboard, but Shamrock"’s 
crew was a trifle the quicker. Reliance’s 
spinnaker was broken out in 2:16 after 
rounding. and the Shamrock’s in 1:51, a 
difference in favor of the English crew of 
25 seconds. 

On the run as on the beat, the Reliance 
sailed faster than the Shamrock. She wid- 
ened the gap continuously. Spinnakers 
were carried a little less than three-quar- 
ters of an hour. The wind backed at first 
to south-southeast and then to southeast, 
where it held steady to the finish. With 
the first change, about 4:19, a heavy fog 
bank came rolling in from the southeast, 
The Shamrock being far astern, felt the 
change first and she doffed her spinnaker 
at 4:20. The spinnaker had scarcely disap- 

eared before the fog overtook and shut 

er from sight. The Reliance took in her 
spinnaker at 4:22 and soon afterward she 
was lost also to view. 

The accompanying fleet of revenue cut- 
ters, tugs, and yachts had begun a race for 
the lightship on the first appearance of the 
fog, but presently they disappeared in the 
fast pursuin gloom, Thenceforth their 

roximity could be guessed at only by the 
ocssantly complaining steam whistles. 
The press tug Luckenbach fetched about 
three-quarters of a mile to the westward 
of the lightship, but was able to pick it up 
by the sound of its whistle. The Navigator 
was finally discovered at anchor, but the 
lightship did not become visible until later 
when the fog lifted somewhat. 

One by one the steam craft gathered 
about the Nghtship, and it was not very 
long before Reliance was descried coming 
with a smother of canvas aloft and a 
smother of foam under her bows. She was 
when made out about half a mile to the 
westward of the lightship, but not yet quite 
up to the line. Her lookout discovered the 
lightship about the same time as she was 
seen by the expectant fleet. She was given 
a sharp luff and the sheet of the bellying 
balloon jiptopsail let go to enable her to 
come up in the wind. The crew made smart 
work of getting the big sail in, for the 
breeze was piping at a rate close to fifteen 
miles an hour. A few seconds later she 
dashed across the line triumphant winner 
of the match of 1908. 

After more than half an hour’s wait the 
Shamrock was made out to the northward 
and eastward of the lightship coming back 
toward the line under jib and mainsail, her 
staysail having been taken in. Without 
making an effort to finish, she doffed her 
club and took a line from the tug Cruizer. 
About the same time the Reliance, dec- 
orated with four big editions of the Stars 
and Stripes. started for the Hook in tow 
of the tug Guiding Star. As she drew out 
of the encircling fleet a shaft of sunlight 
broke through the fog and enveloped her 


Alike a halo of glory, and as if old Sol him- 


self were determined to emphasize her 
triumph the halo followed her through the 
surrounding gloom for nearly five minutes.

Sir Thomas Not Emphatic About 
Another Challenge. 


Profuse in His Praises of the Successful 
Defender and Those Who Worked 
with Him in Defeat. 


When the result of the day's race could, 
bar accident, be determined, Sir Thomas 
Lipton gave a final talk of his plans for 
the future. He would not say directly that 
he might challenge again, but hinted that 
in certain circumstances he might try again 
for the cup. 

“I don’t see anything,” he sald by way 
of preface, “that I really can say except 
what everybody knows. I got licked by 
the faster boat. I have done everything, 
humanly speaking, possible to bring the 
best boat to the line that could be procured 
in Great Britain with the best equipment, 
and am very much disappointed at the 
showing made by Shamrock III. But I 
can’t complain. It’s no fault of mine nor of 
the crew. I have nothing against them. 

“‘I want to say that I am deeply grateful 
to the New York Yacht Club for what it 
and its committees have done for me and 
my representative here, A kinder, fairer, 
and better set of sportsmen could not exist. 
I am, tco, very grateful to the Government 
for the admirable way in which the course 
has been kept clear during the series. 

“Will I challenge again? I would chal- 
lenge to-morrow if I thought I had a chance 
of winning, but who can design a boat for 
me? Mr. Fife has done his best. 

“As to talk of Clyde yachtsmen building 
@ yacht to try for the America's Cup let 
me say that if the project is advanced I 
will help along in every way. I would be 
glad to see any one or any association of 
men come along with plans to contest for 
the cup, for this business has been a great 
strain on me. But if any one should be able 
to build a faster boat I should like to be 
the challenger myself. I would challenge 
at any time if I could get the right ma- 
terial in the shape of a boat, In the event 
of a challenge from others than myself I 
would, of course, allow my boats to be used 
at the trials. 

“My plans are not altogether settled. I 
shall attend the Pilgrims’ dinner at the 
Waldorf-Astoria to-morrow night, and the 
banquet of the New York Yacht Club on 


Tuesday. After that I will make, as soon 
as possible, a business trip to Chicago. I 
will return home on a mail steamer. I 
will, unless my ideas change, take back 
Shamrock I. and III. The Erin and Cruizer 
will go back with them. You see I want to 
take something back simce you will not let 
me take back the cup. As to my guests, I 
do not know what they will all do, The 
Earl and Countess of Shaftesbury are to go 
to Washington, then to Niagara Falls, and 
afterward to make a tour of the United 
States"’ 

The Baronet paid a glowing tribute to 
the American press for the handsome man- 
ner in which it had treated him. “I have 
been treated handsomely and straightfor- 
wardly,”’ he said, ‘‘and I must not forget 
the excursion steamers. They did all they 
could to help Shamrock, ‘As to the course, 
if I had the choice of the United States I 
would take the Sandy Hook course. 

Sir Thomas’s health was drunk by those 
on board, and in response to the compli- 
ment he said: ‘‘ I don’t know how I'll pass 
next year without taking a run over to see 
Sandy Hook. And as to the name of my 
boats being a hoodoo, I'll never change it if 
I bring over forty boats.” , 

Some of Sir Thomas Lipton’s guests 
were a little nervous yesterday over fog 
experiences, and at one time during the 
race no one on board the Erin was able 
to tell exactly where the steam yacht was. 

The Fletcher with threescore guests on 
board made her customary start from Pier 
A, North River, nearly half an hour late 
on account of the fog Sank. and went cau- 
tiously to the Narrows, In the Lower Bay 
she was again blanketed, and felt her way 
until the Sandy Hook siren gave her her 
bearings, and going inside the Hook she 
passed Reliance going out under tow and 
found Shamrock III. casting off and being 
picked up by the Cruizer. The Erin ar- 
rived at tho Hghtship to find conditions 
unfavorable for a race, and the postpone- 
ment flag flying on the Navigator; so time 
killing was in order. One incident of the 
wait was the appearance of a huge dragon 
fly or ‘‘ devil's darning needle,’’ which ap- 
eared among a group of Mr. John H 

lagier’s friends. It was ruthlessly slaugh- 
tered after no littie shrieking and commo- 
tion. Then a visit was paid to the battle- 
ship Indiana, which had tarried to watch 
the manoeuvring of the yachts, and the 
Erin was saluted by the officers and col- 
ors were dipped. 

The run to the outer mark by the Erin was 
without incident, and after the first half 
hour of the race only a languid interest was 
taken by Sir Thomas's guests in the con- 
test. Shamrock III. had turned the mark 
ten minutes behind when the Erin was 
headed for the finishing line. All of a sud- 
den, as it seemed, a fog bank swallowed up 
the challenger at 4:15 P. M., and a few 
minutes later the defending yacht was 
shrouded out of sight. Ten minutes later 
the Erin was involved, and it appeared that 
at every point of the compass were craft in 
danger of being run into or _ frunning 
into some of the patrol fleet, sO 
great and incessant were the _ signals 
by whistle, siren, and gong. Sir 
Thomas, who was with friends aft when 
his steam yacht was blanketed, became 
somewhat concerned, and saying that if 
there was any danger his place was on the 
bridge, he went there to join Capt. Mat- 
thews and Pilot Conley. All hands on board 
were turned out to be handy in case of 
emergency, and a dozen sub-officers and 
men were sent forward to keep a lookout, 
It was afterward admitted that for ten min- 
utes there was a bad tangle, but when the 
ship channel was reached apprehension 
ceased, although a sharp lookout had to be 
maintained not only ahead but for incom- 
ing and outgoing craft. At 5:55 P. M. Sham- 
rock IIL, which had gone east of the finish- 
ing mark, loomed up on the starboard tack 
and later on Reliance was passed under 
tow. The Erin came to her moorings long 
before the cup racers got inside the Horse- 
shoe. 

Good byes were in order on the Erin last 
night. Some of the Baronet’s guests went 
to Atlantic Highlands and some on the 
Fletcher to New York. The farewells were 
hearty and effusive. Sir Thomas and Capt. 
Matthews and Dr. Neale of the Erin were 
wished the best of poss luck and Godspeed, 
and as the guests bound for New York by 
water started one of them proposed three 
cheers for ‘‘ Sir Thomas Lipton, the eat- 
est host and the keenest and airest 
sportsman that ever lived—God bless him!” 
They were given with enthusiasm.

SYMPATHY FOR SIR THOMAS. 


Opinion Abroad Seems General That 
No Challenger Will Be Sent 
from Britain Soon. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The final defeat of 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s cup challenger Sham- 
rock 11I. was received in London with ab- 
solute listlessness. Most of the afternoon 
papers published a special edition announc- 
ing the result of the cup race, but the an- 
nouncement had already been discounted by 
the dispatches giving the progress of the 
race. The consensus of opinion is that Sir 


Thomas Lipton has done everything that 
time and money could accomplish, and 
widespread sympathy for him is shown. 
The chief hope expressed in the streets is 
that Canada will enter the lists next year 
and possibly succeed where the mother 
country has failed. It seems improbable 
that, in view of the failure of Shamrock 
11I., another challenger will soon be dis- 
patched from England. 


GLASGOW, Sept. 3.—The announcement 
of the Reliance’s victory was received here 


with a feeling akin to relief that the Jong- |* 


drawn contest was ended, The most san- 
guine of the Shamrock III.’s supporters did 
not expect the challenger to make more 
than a fair show in to-day’s race. It is 
generally admitted that the whole fabric 
of British hopes was built up on the false 
assumption that Shamrock I. was a decid- 
edly better boat at the time of this year's 
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trial races than when she Was beaten by 
the Columbia off Sandy Hook.

ONE EXCURSION BOAT OUT. 


Only a Small Crowd on Hand to Greet 
Reliance As She Crossed the 
Line a Winner. 


It has been many years since a success- 
ful cup defender has received a weaker re- 
ception as she crossed the finish line than 
Reliance received yesterday. The half dozen 
steam yachts and the official tugs did their 
best toward making the finish a glorious 
affair, but the number of the vessels at 
the lightship was so small that the sound 
of their whistles was almost drowned out 
by the warning whistle on the lightship. 

The attendance yesterday was smaller 
than on any previous day. The weather 
conditions early in the morning so strongly 
presaged another postponement of the race 


that many of those who had been on hand 
at the former attempts to sail the last race 
stayed at home. The old guard, as those 
who have gone out every race day had 
come to be called, was again present yes- 
terday, and filled two decks of the Grand 
Republic, the only excursion boat which 
went down to the Hook. The most con- 
spicuous boat at the startig line was the 
battleship Indiana, which remained there 
long enough to see the start, and then 
sailed to Tompkinsville. 

The usual patrol fleet of seven revenue 
cutters was on hand to keep the course 
clear, but its services were not needed, 
the Captains of the yachts giving the racers 
a wide berth. When the fog settled on 
the yachts, the patrol fleet lost its ordi- 
nary formation, and occupied itself with 
keeping clear of the course of the Reliance 
and Shamrock. 

After the outer mark had been turned, 
and the yachts had been enveloped in the 
fog, all of the yachts and the boats of the 
patrol made for the finish in order to see 
the Reliance go over. Many of the ple 
thought that, owing to Capt. Barr's not 
being able to see he would either be ver 
late in finishing or would not finish at all. 
Everybody had settled for a long walt, 
when, coming out of the fog like a puge 
phantom, the Reliance aroused everybody 
again, and all stood with straining eyes to 
get a better view of the grand yacht, de- 
ciding the contest for this year. 

A man on one of the revenue cutters was 
heard.to say: ‘It is too bad that there are 
not more here to give that yacht a better 
reception, for a man who can sail a boat 
in such good time in such weather, and a 
beat that does as well as she has done, de- 
serves the best it is possible to give.”’

If he died childless, however, it was to go 
to other heirs, who at the time of Mrs. 
Bedford’s arrest were contesting the will 
and trying to prove the child that Mrs. 
Bedford had with her to be a spurious 
one, adopted for the purpose of defrauding 

em. 

When the case came to trial in Bow 
Street, London, on May 28, she was ad- 
vised by her counsel to admit the facts of 
the child's birth, and she confessed she 
had obtained it from a young working- 
woman in Isleworth, who had answered an 
advertisement that had been inserted in 
the papers at her direction, and setting 
forth that a certain Mme, . Wished to 
adopt a female child, She was fined £10 
on the charge of making a false declaration 
of the child’s birth. She then decided to 
regularly adopt the baby.

4ohn Temple Graves Advocates 


One in Philippines. 


Would Have No White Man Vote There 
~—Hopeless to Solve Problem Here 
—Blacks Still Slaves. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8—In an address on 


‘ 

‘The Problem of the Races” before the 
forty-eighth convocation of the University 
of Chicago, John Temple Graves advocated 
&s a solution of the race problem the es- 
tablishment in the Philippines of a negro 
State, where no white man should be al- 
lowed to vote. He said in part: 

“The experiment of political equality 
has had thirty-eight years of trial, backed 
by the power of the Federal Government, 
and by the sympathy of the world. It has 
failed. From the beginning to the hour 
that holds us, it has failed. 

“The races are wider apart and more 
antagonistic than they were in 1865. There 
is less of sympathy, and more of tension 
than the races have known since the ters 
rible days of reconstruction made chaos 
in the South 

os Four decades after his emancipation the 
negro is in point of fact less a freeman 
and infinitely less a citizen than he was 
in 1868. The tumult of the times about us 
proclaims the continued existence and the 


upreconciled equations of the problem that 
“he makes, and in the common judgment 
of mankind the legend failure is written 
large and lowering above the tottering fab- 
ric of his civil rights. 

““A Chinese wall of prejudice shuts out 
the South on this question from the sym- 
pathy of the American people, and although 
fraternal platitudes may cross it, and po- 
litical affiliations may scale it, and com- 


mercial interchange may run its electric 
wires under and above it. and although but 
recentiy military loyalty has seemed to 
shatter it, this wall stands, in the sight of 
God and of nations, and hedges in the 
South as a separate and peculiar people, 


hindered with misapprehension, held aloot | 


in prejudice, and fretted by a criticism 
which, if sometimes founded in philan- 
thropy, is too often expressed in passion 
and answered in bitterness. 

“And so long as the problem stands the 
old slave States of the South, unwillingly, 
protestingly, despairingly, and yet inevi- 
tably, must be and will be the continuing 
wap in the magnificent line of our Nationa! 

“It is a problem of moral decay. It de- 
moralizes politics. Wherever a black su- 
premacy is threatened through a black ma- 
jority the black ballot is strangled without 
reserve in the black hands that hold it 
against the safety of the State. This is 
wrong. It is illegal. It is monstrous. But 
it is true. 

** Never, never in a thousand years will 
the negro, North or South, be allowed to 
govern in this Republic, even where his 
majorities are plain. 
that fact in our minds to stay. No statute 
can eradicate, no public opinior can re- 
move, no armed force can overthrow the 
inherent, invincible, indestructible, and, if 
you wiil, the unscrupulous capacity and 
—eemention of the Anglo-Saxon race to 
rule. 

“In a land of light and liberty, in an age 
of enlightenment and law, the women of 
the South are prisoners to danger and to 
fear. While your women may walk from 
suburb to suburb and from township to 
township, without escort and without alarm, 
there is not a woman of the South, wife or 
a ge who would be permitted or who 
would dare to walk at twilight unguarded 
through the residence streets of a populous 
town or to ride the outside highways at 
midday. 

“The terror of the twilight deepens with 
the darkness, and in the rural regions every 
farmer leaves his home with apprehension 
in the morning and thanks God when he 
comes from the fields at evening to find all 
well with the women of his home. 

“ Here, then, the issues—Unity of the Re- 
public, material development, purity of 
politics, political independence, respect for 
the ballot, reverence for the Constitution, 
the safety of our homes, the sanctity of our 
women, the supremacy of law, the sacred- 
ness of justice, the integrity of race, and 
the unity of the Church, 

“ There he stands, that helpless and un- 
fortunate inferior. or his sake the one 
difference has widened between the sec- 
tions of cur common country. Over his 
black body we have shed rivers of blood 
and treasure to emphasize our separate 
convictions of his destiny. 

“And yet as the crimson tide rolls away 
into the years we realize that all this blood 
nd treasure and travail was spent in vain, 
and that the negro, whom a million Amer- 
fcans died to free, is in present bond and 
future promise still a slave, whipped by 
circumstance, trodden under foot by iron 
and ineradicable prejudice; shut out for- 
ever from the opportunities which are the 
heritage of liberty, and holding in his 
black hand the hollow parchment of his 
franchise as a freeman looks through a 
SBlave’s eyes at the impassable barriers 
which imprison him forever within the 
pr ss and achievement of a dominant 
and all-conquering race. 

“Separation of the races is the way—the 
only way. Is the expense appalling? Is 
the cost prohibitive? England again offers 
an_example. England, our mother country 
--England, next to ourselves, the greatest 
and most enlightened Government under 
the sun—England has just put its hand into 
its pocket to expend $500,000,000 in order to 
buy out the Irish landlords and to heaj the 
otherwise incurable running sore of Irish 
discontent. 

“It may be that the islands of the sea 
were placed by Providence in our keeping 
to furnish an answer to the problem of the 
times. 

“No reasonable or considerate plan 
‘would call for the wholesale or summary 
deportation of the negro. With his con- 
sent, and with Governmental aid, the 
movement might proceed slowly and with 
consideration. If only the vessels that 
brought foreigners to our shores from 1880 
to 1 had carried back to Africa as 
many negroes as they brought immigrants 
By a oat — man, woman, or

“The chief opposition in the South would 
rest upon the misapprehension which you 
doubtiess share, that the negro is indis- 
pensable to the agriculture and labor con- 
ditions of that section.

it is to you. The negro no longer makes 
the staple or cereal crops of the South! 
The cotton of Texas, of Louisiana, and of 
Missiasippt is made chiefly bv the white 
man, and not by the negro! The negro is 
no longer an industrial This 
fact is from the census. 

“For half a hundred years we have 
wrangied and fought and bled ang died 
about this black man from Africa! Is the 
wrangle worth its fearful cost? Shall the 
great Northern section of our common 
country always turn its hand against the 
greaf Southern section of our country? 
Shall. the young American of the North 
steel his heart against the young American 
of the South over an alien’s cause? 

*“*T appeal for Caucasian unity. I appeal 
Yor the imperial destiny of our mighty race. 
This is our country. We made it. We 
molded it. We control it, and we always 
will. We have done great things. We have 
mighty things yet to do. 

“The negro is an accident—an unwilling, 
a blameless. but an unwholesome, unwel- 
come. helpless, unassimilable element in 
our civilization. He is not made for our 
times. He is not framed to share in the 
duty and the destiny which he perplexes 
and beclouds. 

“‘Let us put him kindlv and humanely 
out of the way. Let us give him a better 
chance than he has ever had in history, 
and let us have done with him.”

Outbreaks of Violence Must Be Met with 
Force and Lessons Taught That 
Cannot Be Misunderstood. 


GLOVERSVILLE, Sept. 3.—Goy. Odell 


addressed a large crowd ‘at the Fulton 
County Fair this afternoon. Among the 
first to greet the Governor upon his ar- 
riva: in this city was Representative Lit- 
tauer. Arriving at the fair grounds, Gov. 
Odell was escorted to the speakers’ stand 
by Company G, N. G. N. Y¥Y. He said in 
part: 


“The judiciary of our State is generally 
regarded by the people as their safeguard, 
and of no other department are they more 
jealous. Its force and power depend upon 
prompt compliance with its mandates, and 
behind it stands the whole power of the 
State and Nation. 

“So certain have we been in our feeling 
of security that in our country is found no 
large standing army, because in the re- 
pression of disorder and the enforcement 
of law every citizen is clothed with police 
power which it is his duty to offer in de- 
fense of our rights and our liberties. 

“The outbreaks therefore which at times 
occur, in defiance and disregard of law, 
should, if necessary, be met with force 
and lessons taught which cannot be mis- 
understood. I know that this may come 
as a harsh conclusion to some, but so cer- 
tain are we in our faith in the loyalty of 
the great majority of our people that we 
may feel assured that its utterance is in 
line with the best sentiment of our citizens. 

“Upon our citizen soldiery we must de- 
pend for protection against breeches of the 
peace which our civil authorities are pow- 
erless to cope with, and therefore any ac- 
tion which may tend to discourage enlist- 
ment by either an employer or fellow-la- 
borer is a distinct crime against the State, 
and is so treated under our laws, 

‘Such action is nearly treasonable, and 
those who are responsible tor it show an 
igncrance of our statutes if they hope to 
retard the administration of justice, be- 
cause the same men may be commanded 
to act in the suppression of disorder by 
those who are charged with the enforce- 
ment and administration of our laws. 

‘“‘In all the history of the world lawless- 
ness has never yet prevailed, or govern- 
ment been a success which has had its 
foundation upon anarchy and crime. A\l- 
ways the good in the community will assert 
itself and rapine and crime are brushed 
aside. Therefore the only safety for our 
accumulations, for our ambitions, rests 
upon the order and well-being of society. 

** Our law-making functions are lodged in 
the people through their representatives, 
and it would be much better for Govern- 
ment to correct those that are distasteful 
by legislation than to permit their con- 
stant violation by any considerable num- 
ber of our people. 

“The desires for popular clamor and ap- 
Plause which may lead us to sanction and 
approve measures which may seem at the 
time to be vote gathering sentiments should 
be rebuked by the popular vote of the peo- 
ple. It is not always popular to speak the 
truth, but there is greater satisfaction to 
the conscience in so doing. Laws which 
may seem to be oppressive to any interest 
ean always be corrected or abolished if 
the people so will it, and it is certainly 
more to our credit.as a country to accom- 
plish it through peaceful methods than by 
the exercise of brute force. 

“I am a believer in labor unions, and 
so long as their functions are exercised 
along lawful lines, the right of the indi- 
vidual workman to pool his labor with 
that of his fellow-man is undisputed. Ac- 
tions, however, that are out of harmony 
with our republican institutions should be 
prevented as much as agqtions_ which thay 
oppress labor and deprive it of its rights 
and enjoyments. 

“How shall we teach those who see 
nothing of the future that is bright? By 
punishment and by force? No; by incul- 
cating the force of example; by education, 
and by our own agtions—those American 
principles which have made our country 
great. By teachings which will show that 
a man’s life and work do not end at the 
grave, but are transmitted to his children; 
that the progress of our country means 
their own advancement, a progress which 
at times may seem slow, but which is 
nevertheless certain and sure. By interest- 
ing them in public affairs and imposing 
upon them responsibilities which wil) lead 
to a sustaining interest by them in the 
affairs of our country. 

‘“‘How much better is the thought that 
through conservative and wise considera- 
tions we may work out our destiny, than 
that in our free America, with its liberty- 
loving people, unreasoning passions shail 
rule, passions which may produce results 
so undesirable, so unnecessary, and so 
much out of harmony with our hopes and 
our wishes. Mutual Rchansonce, a respect 
for the rights of all. will make more cer- 
tain our efforts and bring us a realization 
to the fullest extent of that which awaits 
energy, ambition, and labor.’’ 


EDSON INQUEST NEXT WEEK. 


Coroner Puts an End to Stories That He 
Had Found Important Letters—Mrs. 
Edson’s Condition Serious. 


Coroner Jackson said yesterday that he 
would hold the inquest in the Edson-Pullen 
tragedy on next Thursday. Concerning the 
report about some letters found in Edson’s 
pocket, he admitted that he had a number 
of letters which were found at the Edson 
apartment, at 202 West “Ninety-second 
Street, but they were all of a business char- 
acter, he said, and shed no light on the 
case. 

‘IT will summon every witness I can get, 
and I think that we can clear the mystery 
up,”’ he remarked. ‘‘ The business letters I 
will return to the relatives—I shall not give 
them to the press. I will give out nothing 
but the letter I have already made public. 
I have instructed the police to continue 
their investigation, and 1 hope to get at the 
bottom of the case on Thursday.” 

There was a crowd of curiosity seekers 
in the neighborhood of the house yesterday 
morning, but, except for the arrival and 
departure of callers at the apartments, 
there was very little to interest them. 
Curious people also gathered in front of 
the Pullen residence at 673 West End ‘Ave- 
nue, but the shades were drawn and there 
was nothing to be seen there. 

The Rev. Dr. John C. Peters was at the 
Edson apartment most of the morning, hav- 
ing full charge of the furnittre and effects. 
Mrs. Edson was at the home of Dr. Cyrus 
Edson, 56 West Fiftieth Street. Dr. Edson 
came to the flat during the yreenee 5 He 
sail he was as yet unable to determine the 
full effect of the tragedy on Mrs. Edson, 
but admitted that she was in_a very seri- 
ous condition. The body of his brother, 
Henry Townsend Edson, will be interred in 
the family plot at Albany to-day, the doctor 
added. 

When he left he drove away in a carriage 
to the home of his brother, Dr. David Orr 
Edson, at 42 West Seventy-first Street, who 
is still ill from shock. , 

According to Dr, Cyrus Edson, the father 
of the deceased, former Mayor Franklin 
Edson, has not yet been told of the death 
of his youngest son, and the information 
will be withheld for a short time, owing 
to his feeble condition. 


ERIE, Penn., Sept. 3.—Arrangements 
were made to-day to bring the body of Mrs. 
J. E. Pullen, who was murdered by Henry 
T. Edscn in New York City yesterday, to 
this city for burial. Mrs. Pullen was the 
daughter of the late Capt. James Shirn, 
sUnited States Navy, and spent her early 
girlhood in this city. An uncle of the fam- 
ily is present City Treasurer of Erie, and 
the family is one of the oldest and most 
prom’‘nent in the county. 


FIFTY AT FIREBUG’S MERCY. 
Evidences of | Incendiarism Discov- 


ered at an Early Morning Blaze in 
an East Side Tenement. 


More than fifty lives were jeopardized be. 
tween 4 and 5 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when a firebug, the police say, started a 
fire in the five-story brick double tenement 
at 113 East One Hundred and Second Street. 

A passing milkman noticed smoke issuing 
through the front door, and ‘rushed through 
the house shouting fire and rapping on 
doors. Then he ran to the street and told 
Policeman Foley. 

When Battalion Chief Dougherty arrived 
he found that Abraham Goldberg, a ground 


floor tenant, had discovered the flames in 
a hole the stairway by the 
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tearing away of iaths, and was treating 
them with pailfuls of water. Chief Dough- 
erty’s firemen put them out when they had 
worked about $500 damage. 

When he made an examination he found 
that a woman's skirt and a child's dress 
soaked with kerosene had been pushed into 
the hole under the stairway and set ablaze. 

Meantime there was the wildest kind of 


excitement among the women and children, 


Without waiting to pack up any of their 
effects, they sought all the avenues of 
escape from the house. On the second floor 
was Mrs. Daniel Mahone, who had just be- 
come a mother, She was in no position to be 
removed, and her husband declared to the 
firemen that he would stand by his wife 
in their flat until they were forced to leave. 
The excitement attending the fire may 


prove fatal in her case.

THE PRESIDENT’S GUARD. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I1., Sept. 3.—Jacob Riis, 
who was the President's only visitor to-day, 
is of the opinion that there is. not a suffi- 
clént guard about the President to insure 
his safety. He thinks the Secret Service 
should provide at least twice the guard 
which has been maintained, and says that 
if the President does not look at it that 
way his friends do, and will insist that he 
be better guarded, 

The guard has already been increased, 
there Reing two men on duty in the day 
time now and three at night, instead of 
one during the day and two at night. How 
the President will view this increase is not 
get known, as he objects to having any 
guard, and his wishes have not been con- 
sulted in the matter. 

The President received to-day many tele- 
grams congratulating him upon his escape 
trom the hands of Henry Weilbrenner, the 
insane farmer. oe to the large number 
of these messages, he will be unable to 
answer them, but he appreciates the spirit 
in which they were sent. 


WEILBRENNER IS COMMITTED. 


MINEOLA, L. L., Sept. 3.—Henry Weil- 
brenner, the young farmer of Syosset, 
who was arrested late Tuesday night at 
Sagamore Hill, while seeking an interview 
with President. Roosevelt, and in whose 
possession was found a loaded revolver, 
passed last night,in a cell in the Nassau 
County Jail, having been brought here yes- 
terday afternoon from Oyster Bay by 
Deputy Sheriff McQuade. Weilbrenner 
was observed yesterday afternoon by Drs. 
Irving F. Barnes, George A. Stuart, and 
James Hall, who pronounced him insane 
and on their advice Justice Franklin o 
Oyster Bay committed him to the county 
jail here. 

At 11:30 this morning. Weilbrenner was 
brought before County Judge Seabury and 
formally committed to the State Asylum, 
at Kings Park. The proceedings before 
Judge Seabury were very brief. he Judge 
asked Weilbrenner on what charge he had 
been arrested, and he replied that he did 
not know. The Judge then made out the 
commitment nopers, and Weilbrenner was 
taken to the Kings Park Asy!um. 

Weilbrenner is twenty-eight years old, 
and was born in the outskirts of Berlin, 
Germany. He and his family resided in 
Pennsylvania before coming to Long Isl- 
and. 


PRESIDENT’S UP-STATE TRIP. 


All arrangements have been completed for 
President Roosevelt's visit to Syracuse over 
Labor Day. The President will leave Oys- 
ter Bay Sunday afternoon, Sept. 6, going 
direct to Syracuse over the Lackawanna 
Railroad in a special train. consisting of 
President Truesdale’s private car, Superin- 
tendent Clarke's private car, and a special 
Pullman. President Roosevelt will occupy 
Mr. Truesdale’s car. 

The President will review the Labor Day 
parade of letter carriers at Syracuse in the 
afternoon of Sept. 7. It is intended to ma 
this parade the largest. ever held bv the lef 
ter carriers of Syracuse. The President 
also will visit the State Fair. Visitors trom 
all parts of New York and New England 
are expected, and there will be several Gov- 
ernors and numerous civic and military 
bodies in attendance. ( 

The President will return over the Lack- 
awanna Railroad Labor Day evening, ar- 
riving in New York the following morning, 
and proceed immediately to Oyster Bay.

Citizens’ Union Campaign to Re- 
deem Board, 


A Special Committee to Pass on Fitness 
of Aldermanic Candidates’ in 
Each Assembly District. 


President R. Fulton Cutting and the 


other leaders of the Citizens’ Union are 
spending a good deal of time on the Alder- 
manic campaign which was instituted some 
weeks ago in conjunction with the Execu- 
tive Committee of that body, with a view 
to effecting the election of what the union 
terms a less “‘ unintelligent, shortsighted, 


and obstructive” Board of Aldermen for 


the next city administration than has been 
enjoyed by the present administration. 

Mr. Cutting said yesterday that he had 
received promises of cordial assistance 
from the district leaders of the organiza- 
tion, in response to his letter addressed to 


them, in which he stated that the average 
good citizen would be foreed to give a neg- 
ative answer to the question, ‘‘ Would you 
commit the interests of the City of New 
York to such a body as the New York Board 
of Aldermen?’”’ A special committee on 
Aldermanic candidates is proposed in each 
Assembly district, and by this committee 


the fitness of the candidate suggested will 
be carefully investigated. 

“It was only a few decades ago that the 
Board of Aldermen was in reality a body 
of City Fathers,’’ said Secretary Fulton 
yesterday. ‘ Prior to the rising of the star 
of Tweed many of our best citizens were 
members of the board, and the body was 
really a city legislature. Some of the rep- 
resentative men of the community accepted 
seats in the Board of Aldermen because 
they believed that they could do helpful 
work for New York in that way. 

“To take a few examples: We find that 
Nicholas Fish, one of the old business men 
of the city, was an Alderman from 1806 to 
1816. A great many of the Roosevelts have 
been Aldermen. Peter Cooper was an As- 
sistant Alderman from 1820 to 1830, and an 
Alderman in 1840; Gerald De Peyster was 
an Assistant Alderman from 1806 to 1820; 
William M. Vermilye, the well-known brok- 
er, Was a member of the board from 185% 
to 1855; Edwin Morgan, who was a 
United States Senator from this State dur- 
ing the civil war, was an Assistant Alder- 
man only a few years before. 

“Several Mayors have been Aldermen. 
Daniel F. Tiemann, Mayor in 1858 and 1859, 
was an Alderman intermittently from 1838 
to 1853. One of the first of the De Pey- 
sters, Johannes by name, who was Mayor 
in 1691 to 1604, was one of the first to make 
the title of Alderman dignified. Jacob A. 
Westervelt, Mayor from 1853 to 1854, was 
an Assistant Alderman in 1840. 

“All through the rolls from the original 
organization of the body up to the present 
some of the best-known names in New 
York life and progress have appeared. Such 
names as Van Cortland, Schuyler, Stuyve- 
sant, Vandervoord, Brevoort, and Ten Eyck 
—all representative members of great fami- 
lies—have been listed ag Aldermen. 

“It does not seem unreasonable, there- 
fore, aside from the obvious public advan- 
tages of having a Mayor and a Board of 
Aldermen in harmony, to appeal to good 
citizens to make a vigorous effort to re- 
deem this important branch of our City - 
Government.’ 


MAKING UP FUSION TICKET. 


Low, Grout, and Fornes All Likely to 


Run Again—Borough Presidency. 

Confident in their own minds that Low 
is the man who will be nominated to again 
head the Fusion ticket in the coming cam- 
paign, the Fusion leaders yesterday empha- 
sized in the main their old position’ that 
this would mean the renomination of the 
entire former city ticket, Low for Mayor, 
Grout for Controller, and Fornes for the 
Presidency of the Board of Aldermen. 

Absolutely no doubt was expressed by 
any one as to the renomination of Low, 
and with the entire ticket largely dis- 
missed from the public mind a discussion 
of minor candidates now occupies the at- 
tention of most of the slate makers. That 
Low will accept the renomination no one 
doubts. 

For various reasons reports have been 
current from time to time that Controller 
Grout would not stand for a renomination 
for his present position, but to close per- 


sonal friends the Controller, just before 
sailing for Europe on his vacation, said 
that while he did not have any desire to 
continue in the office he would be glad to 
have a renomination in the event of Mayor 
Low running again. Mr. Grout will not be 
back in town until a week from Monday, 
Sept. 14, while the Fusion conference on 
Wednesday next is more than likely to 
agree upon the entire city ticket, here 
are many friends of the Controller in that 
body, however, and three of them yesterday 
declared that if the question is raised after 
the nomination of Low has been determined 
upon they can assure their conferrees that 
Grout will be willing to run again. As to 
Mr. Fornes, he is perfectly willing to ac- 
cept a renomination as President of the 
Board of Aldermen, although in no way 
seeking the office. 

Col. Robert Grier Monroe yesterday told 
Dr. E. R. L. Gould, the City Chamberlain, 
that he could not accept the Fusion nomi- 
nation for the Borough Presidency to suc- 
ceed Jacob A. Cantor, the latter having 
emphatically deciined to be a candidate 
again. In Brooklyn Borough, the nomina- 
tion for the Presidenvy practically will be 
forced on Swanstrom, the present incum- 
bent, because he is regarded as a vote 
getter, and because his administration has 
given great satisfaction. 

A boom for Major F. H. E. Ebstein, 
First Deputy Commissioner of Police for 
Brooklyn, to be Sheriff of Kings County, 
came from that borough yesterday. Some 
of the Republican leaders think he has 
been making himself sufficiently popular 
to make a good run. 


HILL’S “FOOL POLITICS.” 


Appraiser McClelland’s Answer 
Criticism of His Acceptance of 
$7,000 Office. 


State Senator Charles P, McClelland of 
Westchester, whom recently David B. Hill 
saw fit to criticize for accepting the place 
of United States General Appraiser, offered 
him by President Roosevelt, had some 
things to say yesterady in regard to Mr. 
Hill’s remark that the receiving of this 
position, which pays $7,000 a year, by a 
Democrat might be regarded as in the 
nature of a political “bribe” from a Re- 
publican President. Senator McClelland, 
when seen at his offices, 32 Liberty Street, 
said: 

“In the first place, I have not spoken to 
President Roosevelt since he became Pres- 
ident, nor to Secretary Shaw since he be- 
came a member of the Cabinet. - This highly 


honorable position came to me without 
any conditions whatever. 

“T am not annoyed by any charges of 
bribery by cfficial appointment, as I think 
my record at Albany is a sufficient refu- 
tation of any such charge. Mr. Hill's lit- 
erary bureau can work itself out without 
worrying me. Notw&hstanding the chiti- 
cism emanating from Albany, not a single 
one of my constituents has advised against 
my acceptance of the President's offer. 
On the contrary, I have been deluged with 
letters, telegrams, and telephone messages 
urging me to accept the honor. 

‘“T regret that such a campaign of ad- 
verse criticism has been worked up, as I 
have a few friends left in the district, 
which I carried against great odds only 
last year, and this criticism, in the nature 
of things, only angers my friends and im- 
pairs the chances of electing a Democrat 
as my successor. 

“The tirade of abuse upon me does not 
even rise to the dignity of ‘ peanut poll- 
tics.’ It is ‘fool politics.’ or twenty 
years, I may say without being misunder- 
stood, I have enjoyed to a remarkable de- 
gree the confidence of the vore population 
of Westchester County, and I have as yet 
seen nothing to indicate that I will not 
continue to enjoy it.

The Democratic 
primaries in the city assured the nomina- 
tion of Edward Warfield for Governor, and 
should the Democrats control the_ next 
Legislature the election of John Walter 
Smith, the present Governor of the State, 
United States Senator.

VICTORY FOR DE PLEHYE! 


Meaning of ex-Finance Minister de 
Witte’s “Promotion.” 


London Times’s Correspondents Say the 
President of the Committee of Min- 


igters Has in the Past Been 
a Nonentity. 


Loxpon TimEes—New YorkK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 
LONDON, Sept. 4.—Discussing the 
causes and effects of M. dé Witte’s re- 


tirement from the Ministry of Finance, 
The Times’s Russian correspondents re- 
mark on the valedictory tonevof his last 
budget, which did not escape the atten- 
tion of the Russian press and public. 

The correspondents say that M. de 
Witte has never lacked enemies, his 
financial reforms and industrial policy 
crossing many interests, but he parried 
all attacks till M--de Plehve became Min- 
ister of the Interior. M. de Plehve 
seemed determined at the outset to re- 
gain the influence which the Ministry of 
the Interior possessed before M. de 
Witte’s time. He snuffed out de Witte’s 
local Agricultural Commissions, and the 
administration of the commercial marine 
was also withdrawn from de Witte’s jur- 
isdiction. 

Another victory for M. de Plehve was 
the recent law requiring factory inspect- 
ors to work in harmony with the police 
~in other words, to be subordinate to 
the police. In a score of ways de Plehve 
has proved that his influence exceeds 
de Witte’s. 

Legally, The Times’s correspondents 
add, de Witte’s new position is one giv- 
ing considerable scope for action, and the 
energy of the ex-Finance Minister may 
still find an outlet, but in practice the 
President of the Committee of Ministers 
‘has been a nonentity. Nevertheless it 
must be remembered that de Witte re- 
mains Chairman of the Agricultural 
Commission and the leading spirit in the 
commercial negotiations with Germany. 

With regard to M. Pleske, the new Min- 
Sster of Finance, the correspondents say 
he is a son of a Russian General of Ger- 
man extraction, and was born in 1852 
and educated at the fashionable Alexan- 
drovski Lyceum, entering the Ministry of 
Finance when he was twenty years old. 
‘As to his financial policy, he is credited 
with being a disciple of de Witte, but as 
hardly possessing the cleverness and self- 
assertion of his predecessor. 


DEFEATS OF MACEDONIANS. 


[Turkish Troops’ Numerical Superiority 
Begins to Tell. 


LONDON TimEs—NEW YorK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Sept. 4.—The Sofia corre- 
#pondent of The Times says that though 
$0,000 troops have been employed ig sup- 
‘pressing the revolt in Monastir Valiyyet 
no real progress was made till the last 
few days, when the successes at Smilevo, 
/Klissura, and Neveska enabled Nazir 
Pasha to send reassuring dispatches to 
Constantinople. 

The great numerical superiority of the 
Turks and their superior equipment are 
at last beginning to tell. The Turks em- 
ployed at Neveska five battalions and a 
battery of urtillery, at Klissura six bat- 
‘talions, and at Smilevo five battalions 
and a battery of artillery. 

The destruction of villages proceeds 
Systematically, apparently with the ob- 
ject of reducing the revolutionaries by 
means of famine. 


By The Associated Press. 
LONDON. Sept. 4.—The Daily Mail's cor- 
respondent at Monastir, in a dispatch dated 
Aug. 31, tells of an ineffectual attempt he 
made to penetrate the Albanian cordon and 
‘reach Armensko. He was threatened with 
death and compelled to return under a 


guard. He gives numerous instances ‘of 
Turkish brutality and treachery. 

The villagers at Armensko were mas- 
facred before a single insurgent visited the 

Jace. The inhabitants of the village of 

Yevolkas, near Florina, were butchered 
while on their way to Florina under guard, 
after having surrendered on a guarantee of 
immunity. 

At Florina, continues the correspondent, 
the Christians are in a state of abject fear, 
and are handicapped by a bigoted Greek 
seetnepolitan who orders them to stay in 
the village and not to flee, with the result 
that the savage soldiery murder them by 
scores. The European residents of Mon- 
astir, including the Consuls, are in a state 
of great anxiety. Many, including the Ital- 
ian Consul, have recently been insulted by 
soldiers. 

Operations commenced a week ago on an 
organized scale against the insurgents, and 
oe of troops are operating in all direc- 
tions. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 3.—Offieial re- 
orts say that the Turks on reoccupying 

lissura, Albania, killed 200 insurgents. 

It is also stated that the inhabitants of 
the coast villages are returning to their 
homes. 


SALONIKA, Sept. 3.—Hilmi Pasha, In- 

spector General of Macedonia, has Aele- 
raphed from Monastir that a Bulgarian 
and was defeated on Sept. 1 between 
Klissura and Kastoria with heavy loss. 
The remainder of the band is being pur- 
sued by the Turks. 

Another hand was defeated the same day 
near Venezianogratsko, and thirty of the 
insurgents were kiiled. 

A third band of sixteen rebels was de- 
stroyed near Melnik. 


SOFIA, Sept. 3.—More fighting is reported 
from the district of Debre. The Turks at- 
tacked the revolutionaries at the village of 
Dambeni, ani both sides suffered heavy 
losses. 

A company of Albanian troops passing 
through the Valley of Kitchero was slaugh- 
tered revolutionaries. 

The Turkish troops recenilv made an at- 
tempt to take a pass eccupied by insurgetits 
in the valley of the Sateska River, but were 
defeated with great loss

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 3.—On the an- 
niversary of his accession on- Tuesday, the 
Sultan received in audience at the palace 
the heads of the religious communities, and 
the Ecumenical Patriarch made a speech of 
congratulation. In reply thereto, after 
thanking the patriarch and the others pres- 
ent for their good wishes, his Majesty, 
contrary to precedent, spoke at some length, 
as follows: 

“ All my desire is for the welfare of the 
population, without distinction of race or 
religion. As to the detestable and regret- 
able deeds to which the Patriarch alluded, 
I am convinced that the movement does

KING EDWARD LEAVES VIENNA. 
Was More Warmly Welcomed There 


Than Any Other Foreign Ruler 
in Many Years.

LONDON, Sept. 4.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Times, after describ- 
ing King Edward’s departure from the

“T have witnessed the arrival of every 
foreign ruler who has visited Vienna in 
the last thirty-three years, but I have 
never known any one get such a recep- 
tion as King Edward.”’ 

A similar belief, adds the correspond- 
ent, is expressed by others qualified to 
speak. It is a fact that both as regards 
the number of spectators and the warmth 
of his welcome King Edward's visit 
makes a record in Vienna. 


MORO GOVERNMENT FORMED. 
Twenty Insurgents Killed in Battie— 


Reinforcements Sent to Wood. 


MANILA, Sept. 3.—The Legislative Colun- 
cil for the Moro Province has been organ- 
ized in accordance with the bill recently 
enacted by the Philippine Commission pro- 
viding for the government of the Moros. 
This council is composed of a Governor, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Engineer, Attorney, 
and Superintendent of Schools. 

The province will now be within the juris- 
diction of the Philippine courts and con- 
stabulary, Moro laws being recognized 
when not in direct conflict with American 
jaws. Gen, Leonard Wood,;who has just 
completed the organization of the govern- 
ing council, reports a feeling of unrest 
among the native inhabitants of Moro 
Province, and upon his request an addi- 
tional battery has been dispatched from 
Manila to strengthen the forces now under 
his command. 

The Jolo constabulary have come in con- 
flict with a body of insurgents in the 
Province of Cavite, near the Laguna De 
3ay, and killed twenty of them during a 
sharp engagement. The constabulary had 
one man killed during the fight. 

Reinforcements have already left Manila 
for the scene of the disturbance to subdue 
the insurgents, who have taken up a strong 
position in the mountains which flank the 
Laguna. 


NAPLES MUSEUM ROBBED. 


Ormolu Snakes Encircling the Farnese 
Cup Stolen—The Tazza Not 
Injured. 


ROME, Sept. 3.—The Museum of Naples 
has sustained a robbery which, while not 
important in itself, illustrates the e: 
with which an object of great value might 
be stolen from the institution. 

The thief or thieves boldly pried open 
the door of the museum, went up stairs to 
the room where stands the celebrated Far- 
nese Cup, and carried away two snakes 
which encircled the cup. The snakes, which 
were gilded bronze, were of no great ar- 
tistic value. The cup itself fortunately was 
uninjured. It stands on a pillar under a 
glass case which revolves in order to better 
display the cup. 

The marvel is that one or more of the 
objects of incalculable value with which 
the room is filled were not carried off by 
the thieves.

Provided for in Canal Bill Before 
Colombian Congress. 


Minister Beaupre Told That Adminis- 
tration Will Make No Promises— 


Herran Must Explain Criticism. 


BOGOTA, Aug. 29, via Buena Ventura, 
Sept. 3.—Congress is discussing a bill au- 
thorizing President- Marroquin to negotiate 
a new Panama Canal treaty with the 
United States. The Opposition is doing its 
utmost to prevent Congress approving the 
measure, 


PANAMA, Sept. 3.—One of the Senators 
now in Bogota, writing to a friend here, 
compares the Senate to the Tower of Babel. 
Confusion, he says, reigns among the Gov- 
ernment supporters, while the Opposition 
is united and is systematically blocking all 
Governmental measures, The Nationalists, 
expecting to be victorious at the next elec- 
tion, want themselves to make the canal 
treaty, believing that if President Marro- 


quin is able to sign one it will be difficult 
to overthrow him. 


COLON, Colombia, Sept. 3.—The Nuevo 
Tiempo of Bogota, in an article in its issue 
of Aug. 14, urged the Colombian Congress 
to disregard United States Minister Beau- 
pre's notes to Secretary of State Rico, 
which it considered offend the national 
dignity, and continue its deliberations for 
the basis of a new Panama Canal treaty.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Additional in- 
Structions have been cabled Mr, Beaupre, 
the American Minister at Bogota, reiterat- 
ing the position of this Government regard- 
ing the canal treaty. The instructions ad- 
vise him that President Roosevelt will not 
enter into auy engagement with the Colom- 
bian Government which will hamper_ his 
scope of action under the canal law. This 
Government will not indicate what its 
course of action will be in the event the 
treaty is rejected. 

Brom the outset it was made plain to the 
Government of Colombia that the treaty 
represented the attitude of the United 
States, and it was explained to President 
Morroquin by Minister Beaupre that the 
very best terms possible that could be ob- 
tained for ,Colombia were offered in the 
treaty. Any amendment at Bogota, it was 
explained, would result in indefinite delay 
and possible defeat of the treaty. 

The charge that Minister Beaupre had in- 
cited opposition to ratification by the Co- 
lombia Senate by ‘“ officious interference " 
is unjust to the Minister, since he simply 
followed his instructions to convey to the 
Colombian Government the information 
that the most liberal terms possible had 
been offered and nothing further in that 
direction could be expected. 

The State Department assumes entire 
responsibility for every representation of 
Mr. Beaupre to the Bogota Government 
concerning the treaty, and his activity in 
this direction is heartily indorsed by the 
President and Secretary Hay. Dr. Her- 
ran, the Colombian Chargé, will be asked as 
to the truth of his reported criticism of 
Minister Beaupre’s activity at Bogota. The 
alleged criticism by Dr. Herran was not 
well received at the State Department. 

As already explained in dispatches to 
THe New YorK Times, the “ disapproval "’ 
of the treaty by the Colombian Senate in 
the hope that the United States would con- 
sent to modifications has been followed by 
indirect requests that this Government 
make some concession that will enable the 
Colombian Senate to extricate itself from 
J morass into which that body finds it- 

It is said from Bogota that there Is no 
eontention over the question of money pay- 
ment either from the United States or the 
Panama Canal Company, and that the only 
obstacle is that raised by the requirement 
for territorial concession and jurisdiction 
over the territory to be ceded. There can be 
no abatement of the requirements in regard 
to territory. 

hese do not involve sovereignty. On 
the contrary, sovereignty over the terrl- 
tory to be traversed by the canal is specifi- 
cally preserved to Colombia in the follow- 
ing article of the treaty: 

“The rights and privileges granted to 
the United States by the terms of this 
convention shall not affect the sovereignty 
of the Republic of Colombia over the ter- 
ritory within whose boundaries = such 
rights and privileges are to be exercised.” 

And the second clause of the same arti- 
cle declares that “ the United States freely 
acknowledges and recognizes this sov- 
ereignty and disavows any intention to im- 
pair it in any way whatever.”’ Minister 
Beaupre is simply instructed to assure the 
Colombia Government there can be no 
modification of the treaty in this or any 
other particular by the United States. 

In short, the State Department will! take 
no further steps in connection with the 
pendink treaty except those necessary to 
insure exchange of ratifications. 

Mr. Calvo, the Costa Rican Minister, 
spent some time at the State Department 
to-day in conversation with Secretary Hay 
about the canal situation. Until Sept. 22, 
when the time for the ratification of the 
Hay-Herran treaty expires, the Nicara- 
guan and Costa Rican Governments appre- 
ciate that it would be improper for the 
United States to open negotiations looking 
to the construction of the canal by another 
route unless in the meantime the Colom- 
bian Congress should informally reject the 
treaty, which it has not yet done. 


THE METZ TYPHUS EPIDEMIC. 


City Without Water While the Reser- 
voirs Are Being Cleaned—Kaiser’s 
Telegram Angers Authorities. 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—A bottle of water at 
Metz, Alsace-Lorraine, costs nearly as 
much as a bottle of sparkling Moselle. 
Most of the bottled waters in storage else- 
where in Germany are on their way to 
Metz to meet the demand caused by the 
complete shutting off of the city’s water 
supply. The day has been exceptionally 
hot, and the animals suffered greatly, Wa- 


ter was brought from neighboring cities 
in barrels and was distributed by carts, 
To-morrow the distribution of water will 
be resumed from the cleaned reservoirs, 
Emperor Williatm’s telegram to the Vice- 
roy of Alsace-Lorraine was placarded at 
Metz to-day. The Chief Burgomaster and 
the Aldermen threaten to resign. The Ger- 
man cities are jealous of their rights, and 
there is considerable controversy over the 
legitimacy of the imperial action. 


The-epidemic of typhus at Metz, due to 
bad water, had reached an acute stage, 
and Emperor William on Wednesday tele- 
graphed to Prince von Hohenlohe-Langen- 
burg, the Viceroy of Alsace-Lorraine, as 
follows: 

“Again, as last year, am epidemic of 
typhus has hroken out among the civij 
peomtten of Metz, and is threatening the 

ealth of the garrison. It has its origin 
in the bad condition of the springs and the 
unheard of state of the conduits, which 
state of affairs is due solely to the city 
administration of Metz, which is absolutel 
unable to decide what steps to take with 
regard to its water supply. According to 
the report made by the commission which 
investigated the matter las€ year, the san- 
itary conditions prevailing in Metz and its 
environs deserve the greatest indignation, 

**In spite of urgent requests and protests 
from the commander of the Sixteenth 
Army Corps, pointing to the danger: that 
this situation presents to the army, the 
city has done nothing to remedy it. Such 
conditions can no longer be tolerated. In 
case of war they would be followed by a 
catastrophe. I ask your Highness to put 
an end to this state of affairs by the 
strongest measures.”’

POSTAL INQUIRY ENDING. 


May Be Ali Over by Oct. 1, Mr. Payne 
Says—Mr. Bristow Working 
on His Report. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Postmaster 
General Payne said to-day that when the 
Federal Grand Jury in this city disposes of 
the Post Office cases now before it the 
investigation in Washington will be prac- 
tically completed, leaving matters in New 
York still to be closed. He said he hoped 
to have the entire Post Office investigation 
ended and Mr. Bristow's report in by Oct. 1, 
but he realized the fallibility of any defi- 
nite prediction of this kind. Mr. Payne 
said that everything now rested largely 
with the Grand Jury. 

That body was in session a short while 
to-day and adjourned until to-morrow after 


examining several witnesses. It is possible 
that the jury will report one or more in- 
dictments to-morrow. 

It is the general belief at the Post Office 
Department that unusual efforts are being 
made to complete the elaborate report 
which Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow is to make covering the whole 
investigation. The rooms set apart for the 
Inspectors are crowded every day with the 
detectives who have been at work on the 
different cases. Each is to make his special 
report, which will go to Mr, Bristow, and 
when he makes his final report to the 
Postmaster General the latter will make a 
formal report to the President. 

It is said that great care is being taken 
in the preparation of the final reports not 
to involve officials who have been under 
fire, but against whom no proof of wrong- 
doing has been found. 


WASHINGTON STATUE NOT MOVED. 


It Remains in Its Original Position in 
Union Square. 


Since the trolley tracks along the east 
side of Union Square have been moved 
back to their original place, so that they 
pass by the equestrian statue of Washing- 
ton at Fourteenth Street in a more easterly 
direction than during the last two years, 


the position of the statue has looked pe- 
cullar to the passenger bound down town. 
One man who traveled that way wus so 
sure the statue had been moved that he 
made inquiries yesterday as to whether 
Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot & Dady had turned 
the figure of the Father of His Country. 

It was learned that the statue stands 
where it always has stood, facing the neigh- 
boring statue of Lafayette. The subwa 
contractors, in digging for the Fourteent 
Street Station, had to go under a corner 
of the statue, but did not disturb the main 
foundations. 


INTERNATIONAL TELEGRAMS. 


Those Sent by the Wireless May Be Sub- 
ject to Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—The final pro- 
tocol of the International Wireless Tele- 
graph conference, held in Berlin last month, 
was made public to-day at the State De- 


partment. Gen. Greely was Chairman of 
the American Commission. This Commis- 
sion had no authority to make any agree- 
ment for the United States, but the pro- 
tocol embodies in most of the essential 
features the views expressed by the Amer- 
ican Commissioners. 

Another conference will be held, and if 
all delegates have full powers the protocol 
no doubt will be embodied in a treaty for 
the government of international wireless 
telegraph communication.

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SECRETARY SHAW’S PLAN. 

Secretary SHaw’s address at the ban- 
quet of the National Association of Mer- 
chants and Travelers in Chicago Wednes- 
day night was-no doubt quite the most 
important utterance of his life. In the 
first place the topics of his discourse 
were public questions which are now up- 
permost in the minds of American states- 
men and the-American people. And not 
only were the topics important, but the 
Secretary’s treatment of them, particu- 
larly of the topic of the currency, was 
,;impressive. He spoke as one who had 
authority to speak, the authority that 
comes of a good deal of thinking and 
the reaching of firm conclusions capable 
of being clearly stated. Moreover, it was 
a comforting speech. It was optimistic, 
not the optimism of the thoughtless per- 
son, but the confident assurance of the 
man who has studied his facts. We are 
prosperous, he tells us, and he sees no 
“present reason to fear that our period of 
‘prosperity is near its end. “ There exists 
to-day no one fact and no combination 
of facts,” said Mr. SHaw, “the logical 
sequence of which suggests disaster. If 
disaster comes, it will be psychological, 
not logical. The microbe, if it exists, is 
in the mind; it is not elsewhere.”’ That 
is a pretty good tonic. These words 
would be without much value if they 
were spoken in Wall Street. Spoken by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and 
+ weighed as he must have weighed them, 
after such an examination of the facts 
as his office gives him an opportunity to 
make, they are reassuring and they come 
at the right time. 

The advocates of currency legiSlation 
will rejoice that Secretary SHaw has 
‘spoken upon that question in so definite 
and positive a fashion. It is our opinion, 
as we have already said, that for politi- 
cal and party reasons the Republican 
leaders in Congress will refuse to permit 
a Currency bill to be passed. But the 
President is known to be very much in 
favor of legislation, and the Secretary 
not only declares himself in favor of it, 
but actually draws the bill, or at least 
presents its outlines and substance so 
clearly that ft could be easily drawn by 
any competent hand. It is a considerable 
step toward the desired reform when the 
Secretary of the Treasury advocates it in 
@ speech so helpful. 

One notable element of value in the 
Secretary’s plan, one that will commend 
it to the judgment of financiers, is that, 
to use Mr. SHaw’s words, “it injects into 

‘the commerce of the country no new or 
doubtful form‘of money, and the pres- 
ence of these notes will not advertise the 
stringent condition which is the occasion 
The plan is briefly 
to add to the present law “an amend- 
ment permitting National banks, with 
the consent of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, to issue a volume of circulating 
notes equal to 50 per cent. of their bond- 
secured circulation, at a tax of 5 per 
cent., the same to be retired at will or 
by direction of the Controller, by the de- 
posit of an equal amount of lawful money 
with any Sub-Treasury.” 

This would be an emergency currency 
and, primarily, an asset currency. The 
& per cent. tax would effectually pre- 
vent mere inflation. The banks would 
issue the notes only when there was such 
a demand for circulating ‘nedium that 
they would at once find profitable use, 
and the tax would also eause them to be 
retired with great promptness when the 
@mergency had passed, that is, when the 
‘fotes could no longer be kept out at a 
profit. This is a familiar feature of 
banking in other countries and of dem- 
,onstrated efficacy. 

The notes would be made a safe cur- 
rency, first, by reliance upon the assets 
of the bank of issue, and, secondly, by a 
Government underwriting—" for the Gov- 
ernment,” says Mr. SHaw, “amply pro- 
tected by the 5 per cent. tax, would un- 
,derwrite ” them. The suggestion of a 
Government guarantee will be triticised. 
It disregards the theory that the busi- 
ness of the Government and the business 
‘of the banks should be held separaté. 

But the guarantee of the Government 
would cause the notes to circulate every- 
, Where without question, and that is the 
fundamental quality of a bank note. If 
the sufficiency of the 5 per cent. tax 
fund should &t any time or anywhere 
‘be questioned, the system would be in 
danger. That would be an immensely 
practical consideration. Ought we to let 
a question of theory. prevent the adop- 
tion of this” practical safeguard? Notes 
issued upon Government bonds are now 
. based in that sense upon the credit of 
,the United States. But Secretary SHaw 
is entirely confident that the tax fund 
would suffice for the redemption of the 
notes of all failed banks. It would be a 
. gubstitute for thé safety fund feature of 
all asset currency plans, besides acting as 
an effective restraint upon overissue or

upon any issue at all in times when the 
volume of currency was already ample. 

It is desirable that the emergency cur- 
rency should te like other currency, in- 
somuch that note holders would observe 
no peculiarity that would at once put 
them on notice that the searcity of circu- 
lating medium had caused a4 resort to the 
emergency privilege. The Secretary man- 
ifestly overestimates the value of this 
feature of his plan, however, when he 
Says that nobody’ but the Controller of 
the Currency, the bank, “and the few 
people who would take sufficient interest 
in the published statement of the bank 
to compare the volume of circulation 
with the amount of Government bonds 
on deposit in the Treasury" would _ be- 
come aware of the issue of the emergency 
money. Everybody who pays the slight- 
est attention to the conditions of the 
money market! would, of course, know it 
if fifty or a hundred millions of these 
notes were issued. The point is that 
since these notes would be as safe as 
the present National bank notes there 
would not be the slightest occasion for 
advertising on the face of them that 
they were a different kind of money. 

That “substantial guarantee against 
sudden increase in interest rates” to 
which the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
fers ts naturally the end and aim of cur- 
rency reform. An interest rate above 6 
per cent. in the New York money mar- 
ket is at any time and In any season of 
emergency a scandal. It is childish for 
us to boast of becoming the money cen- 
tre of the world so long as we are liable 
to have loans offered and taken at 10 per 
cent., 20 per cent., and sometimes as 
high as 40 or 50 per cent. The purpose 
of any proposed betterment of our cur- 
rency laws is, as the Secretary points out, 
to make provision for increasing or de- 
creasing the volume of circulating notes 
promptly in obedience to the demands of 
business. The Secretary’s plan would ac- 
complish that purpose without inviting 
either the danger of needless inflation 
or the danger of authorizing currency 
not made safe by the guarantee of re- 
demption dollar for dollar, 


NOW FOR YACHT RACING. 

The conclusion of the latest series of 
races for the America’s Cup was lame 
and impotent, as well as foregone. Nev- 
ertheless it is hailed by everybody con- 
cerned as a relief. The thing was de- 
generating into a farce. It would .have 
been a satisfaction to have one race in 
first-rate yachting weather, with a 
breeze that would have brought both 
contestants down to their lower sails. 
That would have been better than any 
one of the three processions which those 
who went down to the races have been 
privileged to witness. But without doubt 
that would have been a procession all the 
same. There is no evidence that the 
weather ever existed in which Shamrock 
III. could beat Reliance, bar accidents. 
In fact, the sluggish breeze and rather 
lumpy sea of the second race were the 
conditions that might have been expect- 
ed, from her model, to suit the challenger 
best. And yet it was under these condi- 
tions that the defender beat her more 
than a minute a mile going to windward. 
There is nothing to be said. Shamrock 
III. is more inferior to the Reliance than 
Shamrock I. was inferior to the Colum- 
bia, and very much more inferior than 
was Shamrock II, to the same boat. Mr. 
WATSON is entitled to congratulate him- 
self and to condole with Mr. FIFE upon 
their comparative showing against Mr. 
HERRESHOFF. 

It is fully to be expected that there will 
be no further challenges under the con- 
ditions that have prevailed during the 
essays of the Valkyries and the Sham- 
rocks, conditions that have been growing 
more the time. Sir 
THOMAS LIPTON will not challenge again, 
as he has announced. And it would be 
impossible to find a more persistent 
challenger or a more cheerful loser. But 
when he says, as he said in his article in 
The Cosmopolitan, that if he won the 
cup, it would be recovered only by a 
real yacht, a vessel of a very different 
type from that which the racing regu- 
lations had forced him to build, he makes 
us almost regret that he had not suc- 
ceeded. The enormously costly, and, for 
any other purpose than that of winning 
the America’s Cup, the perfectly im- 
practicable monsters of racing machines 
by which the cup has been five times 
sailed for, ought not to be allowed to 
cumber the Atlantic any more. It should 
be the aim of the authorities of the New 
York Yacht Club to bring back the good 
old days of the Sappho, or the still older 
days of the America, when a facing 
yacht was first of all a yacht, a boat 
that could go cruising with a moderate 
crew and moderate canvas, and could en- 
ter ordinary harbors. The German Em- 
peror has set a good example, The mon- 
strous type of racing machine, which 
should be superseded as soon as possi- 
ble, owes its creation to the British dis- 
eovery that a British cutter could come 
nearer to coping with an American 
schooner than could a British schooner. 
We have beaten, or rather Mr. HmRR»E- 
SHOFF has beaten, the British at their 
own game. Now that this has been 
done, let both sides agree to race for the 
cup hereafter with yachts, according to 
the intent of the author of the deed of 
gift, and not with machines designed ex- 
clusively “ad hoc” and good for noth- 
ing else whatever.

THE BALKAN QUESTION. 

Now that the chronic “ Eastern Ques- 
tion’ has once more become so acute 
as to command the attention of the civ- 
ilized world, any ,person who can speak 
on it as one having authority will be 
heard gladly. Mr. A. LovUpEN SNowpEN 
should fulfill this requisite, having been 
Minister to Greece, Roumania, and Ser- 
via under the Harrison Administration, 
and thus privileged to watch the devel- 
opment of the question from the very 


storm centre, unless the réal storm cen- 


tre be taken to be Constantinople on 


the one hand or St, Petersburg on the 
other. The expectations which Mr. 
SNOWDEN’s experience excites are upon 
the whole fairly well ‘satisfied by his 


article on “The Problem of the Bal- 


kans"’ in the current North American. 
It will give the reader a better notion of 
the conditions and complications of that 
problem than, in most cases, he will 
have been able to derive from the expo- 
sitions in the newspapers. 

The article begins with the truism that 
the Turk maintains his place in Europe 
only: through the mutual jealousies of 
the Powers, which cannot agree upon 
the partition of his estate. As Mr. 
SNOWDEN puts it, the status quo is “ the 
maintenance of the impossible by the 
ambitions and rivalries of the great 
Powers.” To create a “ powerful buffer 
State”’.in the Balkans, able to defeat 
the designs of Russia or Constantinople, 
Mr. SNowDEN declares tu be a _ task 
worthy of the highest statesmanship. 
But he admits this to be a counsel of 
perfection, for the reason that “ object 
lessons on freedom would encounter all 
the forces of the vast bureaucracy which 
has only recently overthrown the sol- 
emniy guaranteed liberties of Finland.” 
And, though he does not say so, he 
makes it clear that there are other ob- 
stacles to the creation of a great and 
free State in the Balkans, not less in- 
superable than the opposition of Russia, 
They are obstacles inherent in the char- 
acter of the population. Not one of the 
States created or protected by the treaty 
of Berlin has shown any capacity for 
self-government in the British or the 
American sense. And the massacre at 
Belgrade exhibits a stage of political and 
social development out of which it is im- 
possible that such a Government should 
come. Mr. SNOWDEN admits that the 
State of things indicated by the massa- 
cre and its séquels is chronic and typical. 
Such people cannot be helped to help 
themselves. 

The death, imminent in the course of 
nature, of Francis JosEepPn, will add new 
terrors and complications to the prob- 
lem of the Balkans. The aged Emperor 
is the single bond of union among the 
heterogeneous nationalities which make 
up his empire. Austria has been the 
chief bulwark of Southeastern Europe 
against the encroachments of the Rus- 
sian, as four centuries ago she was the 
chief bulwark of Europe against the en- 
croachments of the Turk. What will 
happen when Austria-Hungary is once 
more resolved into its elements is an at- 
tractive theme for speculation, and Mr. 
SNOWDEN speculates about it. But the 
main value of his article is the whole- 
some suspicion of Russia which it ex- 
When he says that “tradition, 
laws, customs, free institutions, human 
liberty itself, decree that there can be 
no common ground of action between the 
giant autocracy of the Czar and the free 
nations that speak the English tongue,” 
the essayist is on impregnable ground.

DAMAGES FOR STRIKE CONSPIRACY. 

An interesting case has been begun in 
the New Jersey courts in which sub- 
stantial damages are claimed by a firm 
the officers and 


of contractors from 
agents of an unincorporated trades union 
of carpenters and masons for injury 
and loss of business and profit resulting 
from strikes ordered in furtherance of a 
system of The allegation of 
the complaint is that the union in ques- 
tion was not in fact a trades union at all, 
but a blackmailing conspiracy to collect 
money through the agency of strikes and 
boycotts. When a contractor was found 
to be in such position that he was deemed 
vulnerable a demand was made upoh him 
for money, under the threat of. calling 
out his carpenters and bricklayers, If 
he refused, the strike was ordered, and if 
the contractor was still reluctant to be 
bled word was sent to all who might 
have occasion to employ him that he was 
under the ban and would not be permit- 
ted to finish anything he might under- 
take. With each turn of the thumb- 
screw the demand was increased, a new 
“assessment ’’ being superposed on what 
the blackmailers were pleased to regard 
as arrears, and the scope of the boycott 
widened. 

Having suffered material injury from 
these bandit tactics, the plaintiffs in the 
suit now pending decided to try the le- 
gality of such a conspiracy. As the 
union was unincorporated and could 
neither sue nor be sued, the officers and 
agents were made severally and collec- 
tively defendants in a suit for . $5,000 
damages. Such a proceeding would seem 
to be futile. The probabilities are that 
the defendants are execution-proof, and 
that to have recorded against them judg- 
ments would not trouble them much, if 
at all. If the allegations of the com- 
plaint are well founded and susceptible 
of proof, more satisfactory results would 
seem to be attainable through the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the Grand Jury. If 
the funds of the union could be attached 
and held subject to any judgment which 
might be recovered the case would be 
different, The members of uniong do not 
appear to care a great deal about civil 
suits which do not affect themselves in- 
dividually, and their reluctance to put 
their organizations on a basis of respon- 
sibility before the law is easily explained. 
The conviction of Parks and his com- 
mitment to State prison oh @ two-and-a- 
half-year sentence on one of many in- 
dictments will have moré value than 
civil suits brought for all the damage

MARINE “LOOM”?

a mercantile matine looming“ in thé near 
future America, would do well to profit 
not only by the lessons of her own 
glorious past, but also by the lessons 


of the present, afforded by the older 


nations of Europe.” This prompts us to 
ask, does an American mercfiant marine 
“joom "'? ; 

_ A careful scanning of the horizon does 
not reveal to the baked eye of the lands- 
man the attractive vision, or even the 
mirage, of an American fleet of mer- 
chant ships churning the ocean into 
milky lanes and bearing our flag to ports 
where it would be as much of a novelty 
as a diamond among cobblestones, It 
cannot be said to “loom large,” and to 
find it one must substitute for the 
marine glass of the quarter deck a 
microscope of high power and propor- 
tionately . restricted fiel@. When the 
process familiarly known as “ Morgan- 
eering " was begun it looked for a time 
as if it was looming for sure, but since 
that process has given us an illustration 
of the poet's “large desires with most 
uncertain issues" it looms no longer in 
that quarter. A vague and nebulous 
simulacrum of a loom, so to speak, came 
in sight when the shipbuilding merger 
was formed, but of this it might be said 
as of the lightning flash: 

And ere a man hath power to say—Behold! 
The jaws of darkness do devour it up: 

So quick bright things come to confusion. 

Just where to look for it now no one 
seems to know, but evidently a sharp 
outiook is maintained, and as the weather 
is a bit foggy to the east it may be dis- 
covered looming in the offing as often 
as fabled Atlantis has been seen from 
Spanish headlands looming between them 
and the sunset. We are perfectly willing 
to take our turn on watch, but protest 
against having it made any part of our 
duty to call out through a brass mega- 
phone that whut cannot possibly »loom 
under present or immediately prospective 
conditions is actually looming. 

To dream of great fleets and white- 
Winged argosies which shall recall 
memories of “our glorious past” and 
make magnificent our maritime future 
is an occupation much more agreeable 
than profitable. The economic policy 
of the United States is wholly, though 
perhaps not unalterably, opposed to the 
realization of any such prophetic vision. 
We cannot eat our cake and have it, 
which being interpreted means that if 
high protection suits us and we are 
content with its fruits we must also be 
content with so much of a development 
of our ocean carrying trade as shall 
begin and end in a “ loom.”

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——A correspondent of The American 
Wine Press with almost pathetic earnest- 
ness implores that paper to start a move- 
ment that ‘shall lead to the complete and 
permanent separation of wine seHing from 
the liquor business as conducted in ordi- 
nary saloons. Upon such action, he de- 
clares, depends the success of Viticulture in 
this country, and for two reasons. first, be- 
cause the saloon keepers never have and 
never will sell enough wine to create a 
profitable home demand,.and, second, be- 
cause even the pretense of selling wines in 
saloons brings upon them the discredit of 
association in the minds of temperance peo- 
ple with beer and whisky—a discredit 
which the correspondent thinks, of course, 
is wholly undeserved. What he wants Is to 
have wine treated in all States exactly like 
other domestic supplies, with, if necessary, 
a special license, easily obtainable by any 
grocery or drug store. He says that he can- 
not himself move openly in the matter, for 
a very curious reason. ‘ None of us,’’ he 
explains, “can afford a boycott on our 
business such as would be raised immedi- 
ately by the distiNers and brewers if our 
name were connected with the movement, 
but your paper can afford, unless it is de- 
pendent on the whisky Interests, to lead in 
this movement, whith I believe will appeal 
to men and women everywhere. Think of 
the anomaly of the situation, Living by the 
grace of our énemies. For the saloon ts 
the enemy of the legitimate wine business 
in every sense of the word.”” The American 
Wine Préss shows no timidity In advocat- 
ing the divorte of wine from bear and 
whisky, and expresses the opinion that if it 
were accomplished even the Prohibitionists 
would make little objection to the selling 
and grinking of the NMghter beverages. 


That's. as may be, but undoubtedly there | 


is force in the arguments that there is 
wider toleration for native wines than for 
whisky, and that the former are somewhat 
unnecessarily injured in repute among the 
foes of alcohol by being customarily 
grouped among admitted intoxicants by the 
common sign of ** Wines and Liquors.” 


-——To thé’ non-legal mind bigamy seems 
to be distinctively a continuing offense, to 
which the Statute of Limitations is in- 
applicable, and thérefore the Westchester 
Judge who has just held to the contrary, 


though he has only followed the ordinary 
course in such cases, must expect to hear a 
good many. expressions of surprise. In law 
the theory Js that actual ceremonial mar- 
Mage, contracted by some one who knows 
that his or her privileges in that direction 
are at the time exhausted, is what consti- 
tutes bigamy, while the common under- 
standing of the word is merely that it 
means the having of two contemporaneous 
wives or husbands. In every-day language, 
certainly, there is a difference between a 
bigamous marriage and bigamy, and it is 
the latter, rather than the former, that is 
held to be in yiolation of the proprieties, 
Therefore will the interposition of the 
Statute of Limitations between a bigamist 
and the pursuit of his allied spouses have 
for some the semblance of an absurdity. 
However, Judges in Westchester and else- 
where can safely be credited with knowing 
their business and the code, and this ruling 
will only be another illustration of the fact 
that law and common understanding are 
occasionally at odds. As for the Mount 
Vernon man's escape from the more serious 
consequences of his indiscretion there will 
be different opinions. He is to a certain 
extent in luck, but he 1s still confronted by 
suits for maintenance, to which apparently 
the Statute of Limitations does not apply, 
and he has lost the wife he wanted to keep 
As well as the one whose absence he et- 
fectively planned. His is a complex situa- 
tion, particularly as it is just possible that 
conscience is giving him a sly dig or two as 
he views the present, recalls the past, and 
anticipates the future. The case is one of 
those in which. as often when human rela- 
tions are involved, principles of legal pro- 
cedure cannot be carried to strict logical 
conclusions, and partial justice on the one 
hand has to be accepted for fear of doing 
greater injustice on the other. The law, 
after all, is not an‘ ass. 


——Al}l the statements made by Dr. BAR- 
Ton of the American Board in denial of the 
charge that the American colleges in Tur- 
key teach sedition are doubtless true, but 
it would be far from unreasonable if the 
Turkish Government held them to be con- 
fession rather than refutation. These col- 
leges, says Dr. Barton, “ teach Turkish 
subjects to be upright, self-respecting, 
law-abiding citizens, able to respond to 
the needs of the Government both at home 
and abroad.’ Such citizens, however, are 
apt to be exceedingly troublesome in a 
country like Turkey, sure to indulge in 
constant criticism of the whole official 
class, from the Sultan down to the hum- 
blest tax collector, and to be the natural 
leaders in revolutionary movements. When 
political conditions are as bad as they are 
there, even instruction in the multiplica- 
tion table is laying a mine under the ex- 
isting institutions, and the inculcation of 
uprightness and self-respect is obviously 
seditious in that it tends directly to dis- 
turb the public peace. Surely the Amer- 
iean colleges in Turkey are not turning 
out graduates content with existing condi- 
tions or willing te exert themselves for 
the perpetuation of those conditions. There- 
fore are we not at all surprised that the 
Sultan doesn’t like them, and we fear that 
the Turkish Minister in Washington was 
pretty nearly right when he said that they 
inspired hostility to his Government. Of 
course that is nothing against the col- 
leges from a civilized and modern point 
of view, but Turkey naturally looks at 
things from her own position, which, to 
put it mildly, is slightly barbarous and 
just a little antiquated. The American 
teachers are constitutionally and inevita- 
bly foci of change, which is much the 
same thing as revolt, and, however care- 
fully they avoid the discussion of politics, 
their pupils will be none the less certain 
to take a dangerously keen interest in the 
needs for reform they see in every direc- 
tion around them. 


—~—Not content with eliminating the word 
“obey”’ from the marriage service, in imita- 
tion of examples that seem to have been 
unusually frequent of late, a Philadelphia 
bride this week threw sentiment and the 
conventions wholly aside and at the altar 
steps drew a Bill of Rights upon the groom 
and cowed the helpless creature into sign- 
ing it then and there: This, it seems to us, 
is going too far, especially as the docu- 
ment as drawn was fiercely explicit in de- 
fining the wife’s rights and the husband's 
duties, and more fiercely mute as to the 
husband's rights and the wife’s duties. It 
was, indeed, as one-sided as the lease which 
a New York flat dweller has to sign, and 
left unsecured to the husband even so poor 
a privilege as a private and personal night 
key. Marriage, according to some opinions, 
is not the establishment of relations be- 
tween two hostile powers with different in- 
terests, but the ceremonial announcement 
of reciprocal trust and amicablility already 
formed—not a treaty of peace, but a recog- 
nition of its existence. Why, therefore, a 
Bill of Rights for either party to the con- 
tract? Fortunately, the uselesshess of the 
innovation will soon lead to its abandon- 
ment. The husband signed, because he was 
scared, but compulsory acquiescence is apt 
to be peculiarly impermanent, and to have 
a yearning for freedom in the near back- 
ground. As n.uch as wives have obeyed in 
the past because they promised to do so, so 
much will husbands observe the provisions 
of an agreement like this.

ALASKA TRIBUNAL MEETS 


Arranges to Begin the Hearing of 
Oral Arguments Sept. 15. 


Lord Alverstone Appointed President of 
the Commission—Press Representa- 
tives to be Present at the 

” Sittings. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Alaskan Boun- 
dary Commissioners held their first meet- 
ing this morning, in the Conference Room 
of the Foreign Office. 


Prior to the formal assembling the Com-: 


missioners met in their private conference 
room and selected Reginald T. Tower of 
the British Diplomatic Service, formerly 
attached to the embassy at Washington, 
and recently Minister to Siam, to be Sec- 
retary of the commission. J. R. Carter, 
Second Secretary of the United States 
Embassy, and Joseph Pope, a representa- 
tive of the Canadian Government, were ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretaries. Lord Chief 
Justice Alverstone was subsequently 
chosen President of the commission. 

The Conference Room of the Foreign 
Office is the finest apartment in the build- 
ing. It is a magnificent salon, with Gothic 
ceiling and paneled walls, and has been the 
scene of many notable gatherings. It was 
generally used by the late Lady Salisbury 
to receive the guests after Lord Sdlisbury’s 
dinners to the Diplomatic Corps. 

At the end of the room a platform had 
been constructed, and on it was a long 
desk with a blue covering. Behind this 
desk were six chairs for the Commisston- 
ers. Separate tables were provided for 
counsel. Canadian counsel were the first 
to arrive in the chamber. They were fol- 
lowed by John W. Foster, ex-United States 
Secretary of State, and his assistants, who 
were accompanied by Ambassador Choate, 
The Commissioners came in a few mo- 
ments later, and immediately began a pri- 
vate conference, which resulted in the se- 
lection of the officers, and at which they 
exchanged credentials and took the oath 
required by the treaty. 

A few minutes after 11 o’clock the Com- 
missioners took their seats, Senator Turner 
on the extreme right, then Prof. Sir Louis 
Jetté, formerly of the Superior Court of 
Quebec, Lieutenant Governor of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec; United States Secretary of 
War Root. Lord Chief Justice Alverstone, 
Senator Lodge, A. B. Aylesworth, who suc- 
ceeded the late Justice Armour of Canada 
on the commission, and Clifford Sifton, 
Canadian Minister of the Interior. The 
agents of the respective Governments sat 
at desks on the extreme right and left of 
the commission, while counsel and sten- 
ographers occupied desks facing the Com- 
missioners. 

Lord Alverstone, after formally announc- 
ing that the commission was in session, 
stating that he had been selected as Presi- 
dent, an honor which he highly eevrocates. 
and saying that Mr. Tower had been se- 
lected as Secretary and Mr. Carter and 
Mr. Pope as Assistant Secretaries, asked 
counsel when they desired to begin the 
oral arguments. Sir Robert B. Finlay, the 
Attorney General, on behalf of the Brit- 
ish counsel, suggested that at least two 
weeks would be required for preparation, 
to which Judge John M. Dickinson, repre- 
senting the American counsel, assented. 
though he said the American counsel would 
be ready in a week. It was arranged that 
oral arguments should begin on Sept. 15. 

Lord Alverstone asked when the oral 
arguments would be finished, and Attorney 
General Finlay suggested Oct. 15. but Lord 
Alverstape ‘remarked that he thought a 
shorter riod was advisable, and Oct. 9 
was fixed upon. 

The commission decided to sit five days 
a week, commencing Sept. 15, and exclud- 
ing Saturdays, and to be in session from 
11 A. M. to 4 P. M. daily, and granted per- 
mission for a limited number of repre- 
sentatives of the press to attend the sit- 
tings. 

In order that the presentation of the cases 
may be exhaustive, it was arranged that 
three of the counsel for each Government 
shall make arguments, the British opening 
and being followed alternatively by Ameri- 
can and British, the former securing the 
advantage of delivering the closing argu- 
ment. 

The commission then removed the in- 
junction of secrecy on all documents hith- 
erto exchanged. and the sitting was ad- 
journed, the Commissioners, agents, and 
counsel proceeding to the quadrangle, 
where they were photographed. 

Mr. Root and Senator Lodge left London 
to-night for Lord Roberts's country home 
in Surrey. Senator Lodge goes to-morrow 
to Paris, where he will join his wife. He 
wil] remain there until Sept. 14. 

After a week-end visit to Lord Alver- 
stone, Mr. Root will go to Ledyard Car- 
ter’s place in Scotland. 

Senator Turner remains in London. 

Messrs. Root and Lodge hope to sail for 
home on Oct. 21, in time to prepare for the 
meeting of Congress Nov. 9. 


THE AMERICAN CASE. 


Abstract of the Documents Presented 
to the Alaskan Boundary 
Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—The documents 
covering the American presentation of the 
Alaskan boundary case are comprised in 
three volumes, making a total of about 
1,100 pages. In addition there are also two 
volumes of maps. The largest of the vol- 
umes of text contains the original state- 
ment by the American Commissioners, 
while one of the smaller volumes presents 
the American counter-case in rejoinder to 
the British case, and the other the argu- 
ment of the American Commissioners, 

In the first volume the questions at issue, 
namely, what is intended to be the point of 
commencement of the line of demarcation 
between the United States and Canada; 
what is the Portland Channel; what course 
the line should take to the entrance of that 
channel; to what point of the fifty-sixth 
parallel the line should be drawn from the 
head of Portland Channel, and other fa- 
miliar points are discussed. There also is 
extensive discussion of the extent of the 
strip of territory along the coast on the 
mainland that Russia conveyed to the Unit- 
ed States by the treaty of 1867. It appears 
from the document that Great Britain con- 
cedes that the line begins at Cape Muzon. 

The United States contends that it was 
the intention of the powers which signed 
the treaty of 1825 to confirm in full sover- 
eignty to Russia a continuous strip of 
lisiere along the continental shores of the 
northwest coast of America, extending 
from Portland Canal to the one hundred 
and forty-first meridian of longitude west 
of Greenwich, and: that such strip was to 
be ten marine leagues, measured from the 
heads of all gulfs and other arms of the 
sea, unless there was within that distance 
a range of moufitains. The contention is 


further made that there is no such mount- 
ain range. !t is also urged that the United 
States has occupied this strip of territory 
ever since its acquisition from Russia, and 
that Russia has controlled it since the 
treaty of 1825 until ceded to the United 
States in 1867, 

In its counter-statement the American 
Commission makes rejoinder to points covy- 
ered in the presentation of the British side 
of the case, which, it appears, contains 
twenty or more documents, which hereto- 
fore have not been given to the public. The 
additional evidence referred to bears upon 
the negotiations which took place between 
Great Britain and Russia in the years 1823 
to 1825, and it is contended that this new 
evidence in no way alters any material 
contention made in the original allegation, 
but that on the contrary, “it confirms and 
strengthens the position of the United 
States."’ These documents consist largely of 
statements made and letters written by Mr. 
Pelly, who was at that time Deputy Gov- 
ernor of the Hudson Bay Company, and it 
is contended that his letters fully sustain 
the assertion that in fixing a line of de- 
marcation the British Government acted 
solely in the interests of that company. 

The Commissioners discuss at some length 
the claim made by their opponents that 
mony protests have been filed by British 
officials against the Américan claim in ref- 
erence to the boundary line. They admit 
that from time to time there have been in- 
formal representations, but these, they as- 
sert, were In the main without sufficient 
data to justify serious consideration. In-

Its position has 
been open and known to the world. it is 
the same which was presented to the trib« 
unal in its ease, and which it now reiter- 
ates in this counter-case.”’ 

The argument in the case is a careful 
study of maps, treaties, and other docu« 
ments bearing upon the beundary conten- 
tion, and It is intended to drive home thé 
facts presented in the statements to which 
reference has been. made. Considerable 


spate is devoted to the part played by the 


ondike old discoveries in arousing t 
Britain's interest in the controversy, and in 
this connection notice is taken of an asser 
tion made by the British Commissioners 
that the towns of Dyea and Skagway owed 
their existence to the migration to the 


Klondike. !t is stated, on the contrary, that - 


Dyea was founded in 1886 and Skagway im 
1888. The American Commissioners con Ta- 


dict flatly a contention made by the Brits 


ish Commissioners to the effect that “‘ Can- 
ada’s claim to the territories at the head of 
Lynn Canal was at the time well known to 
the United States Government.” < 

“This,” they say, “is a gratuitous as- 
sertion. There is no proof to sustain it, 
Canada never put forward any such claim 
to the United States. The claim was first 
made in 1898 by Great Britain before the 
Joint High Commission. It is said that ‘i 
the Canadian Government had instruct 
British vessels to disregard these regula+ 
tions there would have been grave danger 
of a serious collision.’

CHANGES-IN CHAIRS AT YALE, 


Prof. Scripture Succeeded by Charles 
Hubbard in Department of Men-~ 
tal Philosophy.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 3.—Chanjze# 
continue to be made in the Yale depart- 
ment of mental philosophy, the resignation 
of Prof. Edward W. Scripture being the 
latest to be announced. Prof. Scripture is 
in Germany, where he went last Spring un- 
der what was then given as a year’s leave 
of absence. It was not generally known till 
to-day that he was not to return to Yale. 

Prof. Scripture has been a pioneer in tha 
field of experimental psychology, and was 
at the head of that work at Yale. He 
studied at Leipsic and Berlin when experi- 
mental psychology was in its infancy twen- 
ty years ago. He returned to take up his 
original researches in. Clark University, 
Worcester. He came to Yale in 1892, ani 
has since directed the experimental psy- 
chology work. Two of his series of ex- 
periments have won him National promi-= 
nence. He perfected a test for color blind- 
ness, which has since come into use on all 
the largest railroad systems of the country. 

For three years he has been making 
graphophone records of languages and dia- 
lects, including the classie tongues, the 
Indian and negro dialects, and the dying 
languages, to be used in psychological re-~, 
search work. This latter, last Winter, won 
him the first grant made by the ee 4 
Institute for research. He is said to 
eontinuing his experiments in experimental 
psychology under the Carnegie grant in 
Germany. . 

His successor will be Prof. Charles Hub< 
bard Judd, who is a Wesleyan University 
graduate, and who has been an assistant 
in the psychological laboratory for several 


years.

AN ANNIVERSARY PERHAPS OF IN- 
TEREST. 


From The Suh of Yesterday. 

The Sun ts threescore and ten to-day. 
Seventy years ago this morning, a Yankee 
job printer from Springfield named Ben- 
jamin H. Day pulled off, with his own 
courageous right hand, several hundred 
impressions of a seven-by-ten-inch news- 
paper, centaining altogether about as much 
reading matter as is held in two columna 
and a half of the present issue of the same 
journal. 

At that time the cornerstone of the As- 
tor House had just been laid—ridiculousiy 
far uptown, many people thought... The 
Third Avenue improvement was opening 
communication with Harlem. One clerk 
in the New York Post Office distributed 
‘the great Southern mail,”’ and likewise 
the Northern mail and the Eastern mail 
as fast as they came in. Im all of the 
United States there were 380 miles of 
railroad in operation. The Abolitionists of 
the city were then beginning to be active, 
Ben Day’s paper was one month old when 
the first riot occurred in Chatham Street, 
hard by the Tammany Hall of that time, 
the present Sun building. We might accu- 
mulate facts to show the difference be- 
tween the New York of Sept. 3, 1833, and 
that of Sept. 3, 1903, but the foregoing are 
suuficient to mark the contrast. 

Previously to his memorable physical 
exertion at the primitive little handpress 
he had established at 222 William Street- 
just north of where the approach to the 
Brooklyn Bridge overarches that thor- 
oughfare—Ben Day had written, or scis¢ 
sored, the entire literary contents of the 
first number of The Sun. He had alsd 
set all the type, with the assistance of one 
‘small boy, little later in the morning, 
the proprietor, editor, reporter, composi- 
tor, and pressinan of The Sun resolved 
himself into a circulation department and 
attended to the distribution of his product 
to a not very eager public. 

The price Was one penny. The morning 
field was then occupied by seven news- 
papers, which sold without exception for 
six cents a copy. Their aggregate editions 
amounted, perhaps, to eighteen thousand 
apers a day. The only survivor of the sever 
fs The Journal of Commerce, our single, 
senior among the morning journals of New 
York. 

Day’s main idea and purpose was to ad- 
vertise his job office and recover some of 
the prosperity he had lost in the hard 
times of a cholera year. He had no am- 
bition at the start to .influence public 
opinion. The leading article on his first 
editorial page deplored the meldncholy 
suicide of a young man from. Boston, 


Neither the name of Andrew Jackson, the. 


President of the United States, nor that 
of any other statesman of contemporar 
prominence, appeared in his first number, 
One of his most sensationat iterms of local 
news mentioned a burglary, three days 
earlier, at 50 and 60 Exchange Place, where 
“some villain or villains ” had succeeded in 
eting $100. 
Bethe advertisements were all bogus; that 
is, Day had copied them from other news- 
yapers, merely to impart a_ businesslike 
fook to his own little sheet.

The Success of the Play Is Personal to 
Mr. Collier. 


The début of Weber and Fields as man- 
agers last night at the Bijou was greeted 
with hearty enthusiasm by an obviously 


friendly audience, composed largely-of the- 
@trical folk. Mr. Sire’s old plush curtain 
Was feeling the effects of its long vacation 
and wouldn't work until Mr. Collier himself 
Gelighted the audience by assisting the 


stage hands; but otherwise all went well. 
; Mr. Collier and Miss Louise Allen were 


also warmly greeted and repaid their ad- 
mirers with a series of laughs which was 
fairly continuous through the first act, but 
which was intermittent in the second and 
petered out in the third. 

The play was called ** Personal" and was 


written for Mr, Collier by Mr. Eugene Pres- 


brey. Judging from earmarks in the dia- 
logue the principal part was rewritten by 
Mr. Collier for Mr. Presbrey. Both the play 
asa whole and the part were utterly, nalve- 
ly theatrical; but the part had the virtue, 
which the play had not, of being really 
amusing. It was that of a reporter who 


discovered by means of a “ personal” ad- 


vertisement that a certain stage father was 


| willing, for sentimental reasons, to divide 
‘his fortune with him, and who thereupon 
busied himself slanging and guying and 
horsing the stage father, his family, and 
his guests, discharging the servants, man- 
aging the love affair of the elder daughter, 
and kissing the younger in the dark. 

One could not escape the reflection that 
in-real life if any reporter had acted that 
Way, at the end of ten seconds he would 
have been seized by the collar and panta- 
loons and fired through the parlor window. 
From the point of view of the ieading actor 
such an exit would have the virtue of be- 
ing novel and dramatically striking, but 


there are probably considerations that make 
it inadvisable. 

|. Not the least of these is that it might 
have deprived the audience of Mr. Collier:

All the people in the play and everything 
they did were impossible, shoddy, and ill- 
bred, and in proportion as Mr. Collier out- 
shone them all in wit, the reporter out- 
shone them in ill-breeding. All that was 
lett to the audience was Mr. Collier's per- 
sonality and the never-failing laugh. hat 
will carry *‘ Personal,’’ no doubt, into mod- 
erate success. 

Miss Allen had the part of a wild girl 
from Omaha. She entered with a bravura 
description of a break-neck cayuse ride in 
Central Park, and proceeded with rather 
flat passages of westernism. Her perform- 
unce Was a sad contrast to her exquisite 
caricature last season at Weber & Fields’s 
of Mary MacLane of the not distant City 
of Butte, Mon.

Gaelic Language to he Honored 
in Death.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 3.—Final sep- 
ulture is to be given to the late Rev. Eu- 
gene O’Growney, priest, patriot, and schol- 
ar, in the burial ground of Maynooth Col- 
lege, Ireland. To-day the body was disin- 

terred at Calvary Cemetery, in this city. 
Father O’Growney, who was for many 
years a professor in the College of May- 
nooth, was mainly responsible for the re- 
vival of the Gaelic language. His reputation 
as an Irish scholar was far-reaching, and 


he filled the Chair of Gaelic Language in 
the Maynooth College. He came to Amer-

; ica in 1894, and died here Oct. 18, 1899. 


To-morrow the remains will.be taken to 
San Francisco to lie in state two days, and 
services will be held here and there and in 
Chicago, and an address will be made by 
the Rey.

Father Prout ‘and the Redemptionist 


Fathers at Work in the Same 
Territory.

A great deal of comment is being caused 
among the Bohemian population in the 
neighborhood of East Sixtieth and Sev- 
entieth Streets by the attempt of Father 
J. T. Prout to enter into the field of the 
Redemptionist Fathers and establish a new 
parish there. Father Prout is placing his 
new parish building at 249 East Seventy- 
first Street, and in opposition to this the 
Redemptionist Fathers are starting a school 
and settlement house at 442 East Seventy- 
second Street, only about two blocks away 
and in precisely the same territory. 

Father Prout is a Bohemlan, and for 
many years was a pupil under the Re- 
demptionist Fathers at 323 East Sixty-first 
Street, at the Church of Our Lady of Per- 
petual Help. Later he became a priest and 


was sent to Rockland Lake, Rockland 
County, N. ¥. There, however, he became 
ill with malaria, and returned to the city. 
He pointed out to Archbishop Farley, it is 
said, that there was no church where Bo- 
hemians only were received and suggested 
that such a parish be established. The 
Archbishop delegated him to establish the 
parish, the Catholic Union promised to help, 
and matters were so well under way that 
the Union bought three houses at 249, 257, 
and 259 East Seventy-first Street, and will 
within a few weeks have settlement work 
started there. It will be under the direc- 
tion of Miss Guerny, who has had much 
experience in such matters, and ten teach- 
ers will be employed in the school. Even- 
tually the Union, which has named the set- 
tlement St. Rose's, expects to buy the in- 
tervening houses and erect a large build- 
ing there, but for the present the resi- 
dences will be remodeled and used as they 
are, The parish house for Father Prout 
will be located at No. 249. He will place a 
small chapel there, awaiting the building 
of the church. 

The Redemptionist Fathers, who have 
so long been in charge of this work among 
the Bohemians, have at present their prin- 
cipal place for that work at the Church of 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help, at 323 Hast 
Sixty-first Street. It has outgrown in a 
measure its first character, and English 
as well as Bohemians now come to it. 
Father Supik, who, with Fathers Kissner 
and Bitterer has had charge of the work 
among the Bohemians, said yesterday: 

‘There are about 30,000 or 35,000 Bohe- 
mians in the city, and we have our hands 
full. Because of the coming of the Eng- 
Msh to this church on Sixty-first -Street 
we decided lately to build an annex, which 
would be a school entirely for the use of 
Bohemians, and so we went a little further 
up town, where there are more Bohemians, 
and took a house at 442 East Seventy-sec- 
ond Street.”’

CAPT. RAFFERTY’S FUNERAL. 


Hundreds Filed Past the Body as It Lay 
in State in the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment Armory. 


The funeral of Capt. Malcolm A. Rafferty, 
who commanded Company F of the Sev- 
enty-first Regiment in the Spanish war, 
was held yesterday in the Church of BSt. 
Ignatius Loyola, at Fifth Avenue and 
BHighty-fourth Street. Capt. Rafferty died 
on Aug. 16 in Trinidad, where he was resi- 
dent manager of the asphalt workings. 

His body reached New York yesterday 
and: was taken to the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment Armory in Fifty-ninth Street, near 
Madison Avenue, where it lay in state until 
nearly 10 o'clock, while hundreds who had

Company F, with 
a drummer, fifer, and bugler accompanied 
the hearse up Fifth Avenue to the church 
at Eighty-fourth Street.

J., conducted the 
requiem mass, assisted by Fathers Merrick 
and Healy. Members of Company F 
stacked arms at the entrance and occupied 
seats immediately behind where Mrs. Raf- 
ferty sat with her child. 

Father Brick delivered a brief eulogy, in 
which he said: 

“While the Church wishes that all her 
children should love their country and be 
ready to defend it,. she admonishes them to 
know that a true Church life is what God 
crowns.in Heaven. In the presence of the 
altar of God and of Jesus Christ we honor 
Capt. Rafferty, not only for his bravery at 
San Juan and his loyalty to his country, 
but especially because he was a good Chris- 
tian.”

Kentucky Turfmen First with Lady 

Amelia and Flying Ship. 


Eugenia Burch Took Reapers at Sheeps- 
head Bay After a Hard-Fought Fin- 
Ish and Claim of Foul. 


With a double victory, earned by the fast 
filly Flying Ship in a handicap and the 
faster filly Lady Amelia in the Dash 
Stakes, the racing stable of the Clay 
Brothers of Kentucky, descendants of the 
“great commoner,” Henry Clay, empha- 
sized the introduction to the Eastern turf, 
made last Saturday, when one of yester- 
day’s winners, Flying Ship, won a purse on 
what at the time a great mary racegoers 
considered a fluke.

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ACTUARIES CATCH UP 
WITH PROGRAMME 


Reduce the Limit of Speeches to 
Five Minutes. 


Variety of Topics Discussed at Two Ses- 
sions Yesterday—Excursion Up the 
Hudson Pianned for Monday. 


At yesterday's session of the Congress 
of Actuaries, one of the first things done 
Was the passage of a resolution limiting 
the time of each speaker on any subject to 
five minutes. On account of the length of 
previous talks the congress was far behind 


its programme, but at noon, under the new 


rule, the balance had been restored. 


At first the subjects of Wednesday's pa- 
pers came up for further discussion. The 
speakers were Sven Palmé of Stockholm, 
Edwara B. Fackler, Robert G. Hann, and 
Corneille I.. Landre of Amsterdam. Dr. 
Alfred Manes of Berlin spoke of the fact 
that at the Third International Congress 
of Medica! Officers in Paris in May there 
were present no American doctors. He 
hoped Americans would be represented in 
1906 at the next congress in Berlin. 

Then President Pierson, resigning ‘he 


chair to William Hughes, President of the 
Institute of Actuaries, London, the con- 


gréss went into the discussion of three 


papers on the history of health insurance, 
as ‘follows: ‘‘Insurance Against Sickness 
in Belgium,’’ by L.-Duboisdenghien; ** Sick- 
mess Assurance by Friendly Socteties in 
Great Britain,”’ by A. W. Watson; *“‘Health 
Insurance in the United States,”” by H. G. 
Messenger. 

Fiorimond Hankar of Brussels was fol- 
lowed by Prof. Ulisse Gobbi of Milan, del- 
@gate of the Royal Italian Government. 
Prof. Gobbi thought health insurance des- 
tined to grow, but said that Governmental 
heaith insurance must work in co-opera- 
tion with mutual aid societies. He added 
that the mutual aid societies should con- 


fine themselves to health insurance, and 


not complicate matters with strike insur- 
ance. 

Clayton C. Hall of Baltimore spoke of 
health insurance in this country as having 
been undertaken especially by_ certain 
railways for their employes, and Ralph P. 
Hardy spoke of the importance of the sub- 
ject and declared that Governments could 
not do everything in the matter, and that 
private enterprise was needed. 

George King of London spoke of the re- 
lations of sickness to mortality, and the 
paradoxical] conclusion of Mr. Watson's 
paper was that where the sickness is 
greatest the mortality is least. He said 
that in a British female assurance socicty 
where the record of sickness was 20 per 
cent. the mortality was very low. 

The next group of papers dealt with the 
growth of life, health, and accident in- 
surance, annuities, and pensions, and other 
questions requiring actuarial advice.

Assurance in Australasia,’’ by David Car- 
ment; ‘‘ Industrial Life Assurance in Aus- 
by Arthur M. Eedy; “ Friendly 
Societiés in New South Wales,” by John 
B. Trivett; ‘‘ Development of Insurance in 
Belgium,” by C. Lembourg; ‘“‘ The Growth 
in Canada of Insurance,” by A. K. Black- 
adar: ‘Growth of German Life Insur- 
ance,” by Dr. Lindemann; ‘‘ Development 
of German Workmen’s Insurance,” by 
Hugo Meyer; “ The Progress of Provident 
Institutions in the United Kingdom,” by 
E. A. Brabrook; *‘On the Growth of Life 
Insurance, Assessment Insurance, Pure 
Endowment Business, and Annuity Busi- 
ness,’"’ by James Chatham; “ The Growth 
of Accident and Employer's Liability In- 
surance in Great Britain,”” by W. V. (. 
Strong; ‘‘Old Age and Workmen's Pen- 
gions in Great Britain and Ireland,” by 
Ernest Woods; “On the Growth of Lite 
Assurance in Japan,’ by Giichiro Aso;

The opening of the afternoon session 
found less than a dozen delegates in at- 
tendance, but the papers oh “ University 
Instruction Upon Actuarial Subjects " were 
taken up at once, and the number of dele- 
gates presently grew larger. 

The next group of papers considered was 
on the “ Protection of Wives and Children 
Against Claims of Creditors.’ The speakers 
were Arthur F. Burridge. Vice President 
of the Institute of Actuaries. London: H. 
Griinwald of Cologne. who, like Herr 
Raffman, spoke his speech three times 
over—in German, English, and French— 
and Theodore Walther of Leipsic. 

The Congress adjourned at 5 o'clock to 
meet again this morning at 10. .The Secre- 
tary announced that the delegates would 
be taken Monday by boat to view the har- 
bor and the Hudson—to West Point and to 
Albany.

HAVANA DEATH RATE. 


F. L. Hoffman, the delegate to the Actuar- 
jes’ Congress, whose remarks about the 
death rate in Havana called forth criticism 
from Gonzalo de Quesada, the Cuban Min- 
ister to the United States, has sent a reply 
to Sefior Quesada in which he says: 

‘““My statement before the International 
Congress of Actuaries relative to the mis- 
leading comparison of the crude death 
rate of Havana, Cuba, with the corres- 
ponding death rate of Washington, D. C., 
was derived from a thorough knowledge of 
the official mortality statistics to which 
you make reference in the dispatch. What 
I said was, that while the present health 
of Havana, as measured by the crude death 
rate. would appear to be as good as the 
health of some of our Northern cities, as 
a’ matter of fact, a careful analysis of the 
data and the necessary calculation of 
Specific death rates for different periods 
of life would show an exceedingly high 
mortality at certain age periods. The 
white male death rate of Havana at ages 
30 to 39 during the two years 1901-02 was 
15.4 per 1.000 against 9.9 for Washington, 
at ages 40 to 49 the rate for Havana was 

9 against 14.4 for Washington, at ages 
0-59 the rate for Havana was 44.3 against 
27.3 for Washington.

rates are of no practical value and their 
misleading character is fully understood by 
every Actuary and expert in vital statictics. 
Since, however, you have thought it worth 
while to repeat this well-known error in 
your telegram, make this answer for 
your information to show that my own 
statement was made heither in haste nor 
in ignorance of the facts.”

Money easy, 144@2 per cent. 


There was a superfluity of news yester- 
day, and a somewhat surprising stability 
in the stock and money markets. The 
time has been, and not so long ago, 
when such news as came from London 
would have disorderéd our exchanges, 
but the only considerable disturbance 
was upon the Cotton Exchange, which 
had reason enough without going to Lon- 
don for any explanation. Neither the 
call nor time money markets reflected 
the approach of the harvest pinch, still 
less did they show any nervousness over 
the apparent obstacle placed in the way 
by London vf relief by imports of gold. 
And although the stock market was dull 
and heavy, the average fall did not ex- 
ceed a point. Indeed, if falls for reasons 
having no possible velation to interna- 
tional finance be excepted, the average 
fall is reduced to such a small fraction 
as to be negligible. For example, the 
maximum fall—Colorado Fuel, 7, on the 
omission of the preferred dividend—and 
the decline in the local tractions and 
Pullman have nothing tv do with the 
Bank of England rate, the movement of 
gold, or the crop prospects. Even the 
fall of Atchison is referable to reaction 
from the obviously artificial rise yester- 
day. If these movements be ignored the 
market shrinks so in dimensions, and 
becomes so contradictory in its small 
and confused movement that it can 
scarcely be interpreted as reflecting de- 
cisively anything in the day’s news, 
either domestic or foreign. 

Possibly this is because the news was 
not fully digested, or perhaps it is be- 
cause the news was so contradictory in 
its effect. The collapse in the cotton 
market is an unmixed good and had been 
long looked forward to as second only to 
assurance of the corn-crop prospects. 
One prominent enthusiast ciphers out 
14,225,000 bales. What is certain is that 
the Government report is better than 
any private agency had ventured to fa- 
ther. The best condition for a decade— 
better than maximum crop years—is ap- 
plied to unprecedented acreage. It is im- 
possible to doubt that there will be 
eneugh for all, and too much for any- 
body to even attempt to corner. The 
movement into sight has quadrupled 
within a week, and will be multiplied 
twenty-fold promptly. There is every mo- 
tive for consumers to delay their pur- 
chases for the brief period now necessary 
to deliver them fully from their torment- 
ors, and for planters to hurry their pick- 
ings into a market certain to shrink 
steadily, under reserve only regarding 
the date of the first frost. England 
wants cotton even more than it wants 
gold, and there are steamers awaiting 
cargo under “hurry” orcers to carry 
supplies overseas to a hungry market. 
Nothing makes exchange like cotton, and 
nothing is more certain than that Eng- 
land must have cotton, unless that it 
must have food. If England is prepared 
to go without them, there might be dif- 
ficulty about our supplying ourselves 
with gold in case we had urgent need. 
But the indications are not oi that char- 
acter. 

It is not forgotten that yesterday sterl- 
ing exchange moved away from the gold 
point, but that presumably is because 
sterling is yet in deficient supply, and our 
money market unruffled, with hopes that 
the Autumn pinch will be less than had 
been feared. In short, London is flying 
distress signals and we are not at this 
time. It is the price of sterling when 
the conditions are reversed which will 
control the exchange market and the 
movement of gold. And it must be re- 
membered that London parts with gold 
as with a commodity. Its loss precipi- 
tates no currency question in England 
and causes no political complications. 
Moreover, the rate of the Bank of Eng- 
land has lost much of its power to cor- 
rect the exchanges, which move increas- 
ingly according to the balance of trade, 
and decreasingly according to the money 
market. For seven months—from Oct. 2, 
1902, to May 21, 1908—the Bank main- 
tained its rate at 4 per cent. without at- 
traecting gold, because Englaneé had part- 
ed with its foreign investments in such 
quantity and was employing enormous 
amounts of foreign capital. As yester- 
day’s fall, unprecedented for a genera- 
tion, shows, <onsols are one of the world’s 
worst digested securities, there being an 
installment to come upon the market ev- 
ery month this year, not to mention con- 
stant borrowings in anticipation of rev- 
enue. The-increased rate will bring the 
Bank no gold while Germany overbids 
the Bank in the market, nor still less if 
we should overbid as well. But it may 
very well bring indulgence from Eng- 
land’s creditors, and influence them not 
to withdraw their funds until a more 
convenient season. For instance, we 
may, if we choose, sell what England 
must have upon credit, or in exchange 
for something else than gold. But that 
is our option, England’s option being to 
go without our goods. The situation in 
London is curiously like that diagnosed 
of ourselves by our London namesake in 
its not very well taken position regarding 
our bank statement. On Aug. 17 The 
London Times said: ‘‘What has been 
wanted is not securities, but free cash, 
the need for which has not been suffi- 
ciently appreciated in the United 
States.” Looking at the steady decline 
for successive years in the Bank’s re- 


serve we should say the conditions are 
closely similar, and until England is bor- 
rowing less money both at home and 
abroad, it is under some pressure to pay 
its creditors as they wish. Probably the 
broad movement of the exchanges will 
be found in accord with this principle, 
however they* may fluctuate upon any 
given day.

BANK OF ENGLAND RATE RAISED 


LONDON, Sept. 8.—The rate of discount 
of the Bank of England was increased to- 
day from 3 to 4 per cent. 

The rise in the bank-rate is attributed 
to the withdrawal of gold for the repay- 
ment of the Netherlands Raltlroad loan and 
to the demands for gold from Berlin. 

The action of the bank officials, however, 
Was a great surprise to the Stock Ex- 
change, and caused general, all-round de- 
pression, especially in consols. It was 
thought the rise in the bank rate would 
hinder the supply for American require- 
ments. 

When asked what was the cause and 
what would be the effect of the increase 
in the bank rate Lord Rothschild said to 
a representative of The Associated Press: 

“Some little time ago a high official 
of the Bank of Germany announced that 
it would probably be necessary to raise 
the German rate in the middle of Septem- 


ber. I inquired why, and he informed me 
that it was because of the expected de- 
mand from mortgages, which in Germany 
ell fall due on Oct, 1, and must be paid 
in gold or in bank notes. The German 
bankers were much averse to the project 
held out by the Bank of Germany, and pro- 
ceeded to lay hands on all the loose gold 
they could get, in the hope of staving off 
the rise. Their operations culminated to- 
day in the withdrawal of between $3,500,- 
000 and $4,000,000 in gold from the Bank of 
England.

EQUITABLE NATIONAL STOCK. 


President Carraway Attributes to Spite 
Sale at Auction of Five Shares 
at $34.25 a Share. 


Vice President John Cargaway of the 
Equitable National Bank, 805 Broadway, 
was as much surprised as any one when he 
heard yesterday that five shares of the 
bank's stock had been auctioned off down- 
town for $34.25 a share. In contradicting 
the report that the institution was in dif- 
ficulty and that.there had been a defalca- 
tion, he said: 

“I don’t like to say this was a white- 
wash, sale, but it looks that way, and I 
am largely to blame that it took place. 
For several months some one has been ad- 
vertising before each auction sale of stocks 
that he would dispose of five of our shares, 
and every Wednesday until this week we 
have had a man on the scene of the auc- 
tion to make a bid. Our representative on 
each occasion has bid above 90, whereupon 
the offer has been withdrawn and the 
stock taken down. This last Wednesday 
I neglected to send down some one. Mr. 
Schuitz, our President, was out of the city, 
and as I had not been attending to the mat- 
ter I overlooked it. l assume that the 
seller, whose identity we can guess, bought 
in his own stock, and that the proceeding 
was due to spite." 

Mr. Carraway said that 
recently passed into the control of himself 
and his associates a request was made that 
stockholders contribute 25 per cent. addi- 
tional in order to create a surplus, but the 
request was not ap assessment and could 
not be enforced. Out of 50,000 shares 
43,000 made the contribution, and it was 
learned that half of the other 7,000 shares 
were represented by holders who were 
abroad. 

‘Out of those who remained,”’ continued 
Mr. Carraway, *‘ we have found that there 
are two men who were recorded originally 
as holding five shares each. Which one of 
these has been putting up the shares for 
auction 1 do not know.” 

While Mr. Carraway was talking, a Na- 
tional Bank Examiner came into the office 
and expressed his disapproval of those 
who had circulated the report that the 
bank was in trouble. The report arose 
partly from the fact that the Controller of 
the Currency not long ago ordered that the 
institution's capital, which had been im- 
paired by the reverses of its former con- 
trolling group, should be made good.

COTTON.—The cotton market yesterday was 
one of the most active and excited of the sea- 
son, not even excepting the stirring session re- 
ported earlier in the bull campaign. The main, 
practically the only object of speculative atten- 
tion and discussion, was the Government report. 
This proved better than had been anticipated by 
those most intimately interested in the market. 
The condition of 81.2 is 1.5 per cent, better than 
that of last month, and is about 17 per cent. 
over that reported for the same month last year, 
while the Government in its previous report had 
placed the acreage 3 or 4 per cent. over last 
year’s, This was taken as indicating a very large 
yield, and was attended by heavy selling which 
came from practically all quarters. The market 
opened steady net 1 point lower on January, but 
generally unchanged to 3 points higher on other 
positions following the better Liverpool cables. 
Right after the call, however, selling set in, 
probably for the account of parties anticipating 
some such crop report as that actually received, 
and who were encouraged early by the general- 
ly favorable weather reported. During the fore- 
noon the market ruled more or less irregular, 
but as a rule worked downward until at midday 
prices were net 6 to 16 points lower, with Sep- 
tember quoted at 11.25, October at 10.35, Decem- 
ber at 10.06, and January at 10.02, Then the 
condition report was read, and almost at once 
the market became wildly excited, and within 
five or sx minutes September was selling at 
11.13, October 10.20, December 9.93, and Janu- 
ary 9.92. Then realizing by early sellers relieved 
the situation somewhat, and a slight recovery 
followed. But as the report became more widely 
known wire houses began to receive selling or- 
ders in volume, and the downward course of 
prices was soon resumed. At the low point Sep- 
tember sold at 11.11, October at 10.07, December 
at 9.82, and January at 9.80. This represented 
a decline of some 60 to 75 points from the best 
level of the week, and toward the close there 
was a little more realizing, closing the market 
steady at slight recoveries but with prices still 
net 23 to 39 points lower for the day.

COTTON PRIGES TOMBLE 
ON THE CROP REPORT 


Semi-Panic Follows Reading of 
Government Statistics. 


TRADERS IN A STAMPEDE 


September Option Down Over 40 Points 
—Closing Prices Generally the 
Lowest Despite Efforts of 
Bull Leaders. 


There was a semi-panicky break in the 
cotton market yesterday following the 
publication of the Government crop re- 
port showing the average condition of cot- 
'ton on Aug. 25 to have been 81.2 per cent.,

as compared with 79.7 per cent. last month 


‘and 64 per cent. at the corresponding time 
last year—this indicating in connection with 
the known acreage one of the largest crops 
in the history of the country. q 

Prices tumbled precipitously through the 
list with the September option down over 
40 points, (more than $2 a bale,) October 
down nearly as much, and with declines in 
the other options extending from 25 to 30 
points. Closing prices were generally the 
‘lowest, despite the fact that Col. W. P. 
Brown, the leader of the bull forces, and 
Daniel Sully both personally appeared in 
{the pit, and, by open buying, endeavored 
to stem thé time of liquidating sales. This, 
however, they were quite unable to do, for 
‘the report—the highest at this time since 
1894—was so altogether and so unexpect- 
edly favorable that selling orders poured 
in from all parts of the country, New 
Orleans and the South as well as Liv- 
erpool and Wall Street interests being 
heavy sellers. 

The day on the Exchange was a wild 
and exciting one, and full of sensational 
incidents. In the early trading there was 
not a little selling by interests which have 
been sellers for some days, and there were 
Many suggestions that there had been a 
* leak’? from Washington, and that these 
sellers were preparing for a good report. 
Indeed, so open were these suggestions 
that one statement was made half an hour 
before noon, when the report was issued, 
that the Government figures would surely 
show a condition better than 80 per cent. 

Quite generally the expectation was that 
the best that could be expected would be 


a 77 per cent. condition, and hence the 
early selling was resisted, September being 
rallied from 11.13 to 11.28 and the Octo- 
ber and other options about 10 points each. 
When the report finally appeared, however, 
the market gave way even more sharply 
then steadied somewhat, only finally in 
the late trading to break again, closing at 
practically the lowest and with every one 
wondering what to-day will bring forth, 
and especially how Liverpool will regard 
the report. 

Undoubtedly the most picturesque mo- 
ment of yesterday’s market—which was 
watched by a great crowd of visitors in the 
gallery—was on the announcement of the 
report at noon. Just previous to that the 
market had quieted down, and the brokers 
‘were crowded around the pit waiting for 
the report. It came about one minute 
after the stroke of noon by telegraph. 
Superintendezt King mounted the new 
*“nulpit’’ to announce it. There was a 
dead silence for a moment, but only for a 
moment, for some of the brokers had got- 
ten the report themselves and were al- 
ready on the run for their telephones. 
Superintendent King announced that the 
condition of the crop was estimated at 81.2, 
as compared with 64 last year. 

A yell and a stampede followed. There 
wns a rush for telephones, and then a rush 
for the pit. In a moment there was a 
small riot. On the side of the pit nearest 
the gallery, under which most of the _pri- 
vate telephones connecting with the Wall 
Street commission houses are located, there 
was a wild scramble for about ten min- 
utes. Brokers, with red faces, yelled, 
flung their arms in the air, elbowed and 
shoved each other in the struggle to be 
in the trading. On the other side of the 
pit. in contrast, there was conparative 
calm, where stood Brown, the New Or- 
leans bull leader, with his associates. 

These operators seemed to be disturbed 
not in the least by the decline then nor 
by the later more sharp and pronounced 
break in September, in which the pool is 
largely operating. One reason for this 
may be—as report has it—that the pool 
managers, fearing such a Government re- 
port as appeared, had previously sold the 
far-away options, and thus “ hedged "’ 
against their commitments in the 
by months, thereby enabling them the bet- 
ter to protect themselves in the event of 
such a collanse as did come. This view 
is in some measure borne out by the fact 
that on the decline Col. Brown was a large 
buyer of September cotton. 

A report that he had altogether aban- 
doned his position and had concluded his 
deal was denied by Col. Brown, who, in an 
interview with a TIMES representative yes- 
terday, said: 

“It is not true that I have changed my 
position in the least, or abandoned the cot- 
ton deal. I am a bull on the near-by po- 
sitions, but as for the Winter options I 
do not know what may happen, for I am 
not wise enough to predict what the situa- 
tion will be when the new crop comes into 
the market. I believe in the near-by op- 
tions, and whv shouldn't I, when spot 
cotton in the South is selling from $5 to 
$10 a bale above the September option in 
New York? In other words, actual cot- 
ton in the South is selling at a price which. 
if the cotton were bought there and brought 
to New York to be delivered on Septem- 
ber option, would show a loss of from &7 
to $10 a bale. 

“Coneerning the report that we need 

oney, it is absurd. We have handled 

),000 bales, and we have sold all but 90,000 
bales, so that it would seem we are in a 
position to care for ourselves as well in the 
future as in the past. We are selling to 
the mills, and they are buying. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the cotton sold by us is deliv- 
ered with the understanding that it is not 
to be retendered on contract. It is easy 
to borrow on cotton—easier than on any- 
thing else, because you can always get 
sterling loans on it. 

“As for the Government crop report, it 
doesn’t interest me, especially as I am 
concerned only in the near-by months. In 
discussing this Government report, it is 
necessary. in order to make a fair com- 
parison, to compare the September figures 
with an earlier date in other years, (say 
Aug, 1,) as the present crop is very back- 
| ward.” 

It is understood that in yvesterday’s break 
many of the “‘small fry ’’ were badly hit. 
These are the men—outsiders and others— 
who always follow on at the tail end of an 
upward movement, whether in stocks, 
grain, or cotton.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—The monthly 
report of the Chief of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Agriculture 
will show the average condition of cotton 
on Aug. 25 to have been 81.2, as compared 
with 79.7 on July 25, 1903; 64.0 on Aug. 26, 
1902; 71.4 on Aug. 24, 1901, and a ten-year 
average of 72.4.

AMERICAN COTTON EXPORTS. 


Their Relation to the Financial Situa- 
tion—tikely Ultimate Effect of 

- “Corners” Upon Trade. 

To the Fditor of The New York Times: 

The balance of trade in favor of the 
United States, i. e., the excess of merchan- 
dise exports over merchandise imports, for 
the twelve months ending the 3ist day of

July, 1903, was $394,000,000, During the same 
period there was included in our exports 
6,770,000 bales of cotton, worth about $338,- 
000,000, 

From these figures some idea may be 
gained of the relation between American 
exports of cotton and the financial .situ- 
ation. For the past ten years the exports 
of cotton have supplied two-thirds of the 
entire balance of trade in favor of this 
country, and during the past twelve months, 
in consequence of the exceptionally heavy 
imports which still continue, cotton has 
been called upon to supply all but approx- 
imately about $60,000,000 of this trade bal- 
ance. The figures for the ten calendar 
years ending Dec. 31, 1902, are as follows:

Viewed in the light of this showing, it 
is obvious that the cotton crop of America 
and the extent to which it shall be im- 
mediately available for export are subjects 
of paramount importance at this time, and 
it is gratifying to notice that nearly all 
reports are in agreement as to the prom- 
ising outlook for the crop, and the con- 
sequent early collapse of the corner, which 
during the past two or three months has 
maintained the remnant of the crop un- 
sold at unusually high prices, obstructing 
the export movement, and even inducing 
the importation of about fifty thousand 
bales of American cotton from Europe, a 
thing previously almost unheard of in the 
annals of the trade. 

Although for many centuries society has 
endeavered to protect itself by the enact- 
ment of usury laws against the exaction 
of an undue profit by those who have 
money to loan, no laws have as yet been 
passed against corners in the necessary 
Staples of life, which are almost more es- 
sential to the welfare of the community 
than the use of borrowed money. There 
is, however, a growing feeling that there 
is quite as much hardshi~ to the com- 
munity in a cotton or wheat corner as there 
is in a money corner, and certainly the 
operations of the New Orleans clique, to 
whose successful efforts is attributed the 
cotton corner of the past few months, have 
been productive of very great distress and 
embarrassment in many directions. Tens 
of thousands of mill operatives have been 
thrown out of employment in this country 
and in Europe; the trade in an important 
and necessary article of commerce has been 
disorganized; the consumption has been 
checked and production has been unduly 
stimulated. 

Just as the coal famine of last year, aris- 
ing from the strike, nas resulted in a pres- 
ent surplus of 10,000,000 tons of anthracite 
coal. despite the very closely controlled cen- 
dition of that industry, so it seems prob- 
able thst the artificially high prices for 
cotton established during the past few 
tnonths are likely to result in an excep- 
tionally large crop in America and a pos- 
sibility of a return te the unprofitable, low 
prices of 1896 and 1897, when cotton sold 
in the South at below 5 cents per pound. 

Experience shows that the cotton trade 
is no exception to the general economic 
law underlying all commercial price move- 
ments, namely. a diminished demand and 
increasing supplies following high prices; 
and, conversely, an increasing demand and 
a decreasing supply following low prices. 

In the last analysis, in cotton as in every- 
thing else, it is the cost and opportunity 
of production as compared with the price 
obtainable that regulates the supply. The 
average cost of producing cotton under nor- 
mal conditions in the United States is not 
over 6 cents per pound. The cotton produc- 
ing States of America comprise a total of 
286,000,000 acres, of which about one-tenth 
is devoted to cotton. It is, therefore, 
economically certain that when cotton can 
be sold at # cents per pound or over the 
production will be increased; and when it 
sells at 7 cents or below that increase will 
disappear. 

Aside from the effect upon American 
production and trade there is another im- 
portant aspect of the case which is not to 
be ignored in considering the influence 
upon the financial situation of the recent 
corner in cotton. America has hitherto 
enjoyed a comparative monopoly of cotton 
production, but the high prices 
established have resulted in vigorous ef- 
forts to stimulate cotton production in 
other countries. There are in South Africa, 
Mexico, Brazil, Egypt. East India, and 
Asiatic Russia enormous areas well adapted 
to cotton culture where labor is cheaper 
than in the South, and which will inevita- 
bly come into competition with America 
should cotton long be maintained at 
10 cents per pound here.

ents in 535 cotton-producing counties of the 
South, which include 8 per cent, of the cot- 
ton-producing area, indicate a crop condi- 
tion of Sf and a production of 12,708,000 
bales While, of course, this estimate of 


the vield may be modified by the weather } 


conditions subsequent to this time, it seems 
safe to assume that a generous production 
for next year is assured. 

It must, therefore, be reassuring to the 
financial community and the cotton trade 
to feel that the present conditions point to 
an early collapse of the cotton corner and 
a disappearance of the abnormal conditions 
which have for so long disturbed the situa- 
tion. A large export movement of cotton 
when prices have reached a normal level 
may be confidently predicted, and it would 
seem wise on the part of Southern produc- 
ers to accept as promptly as possible cur- 
rent prices for the crop as fast as it shall 
be available for market.

OPPOSE AN OPEN DITCH 
Broadway Merchants Present a 
Petition to Mayor Low. 


Give Their Reasons for Advocating the 
Building of the Rapid Transit Spar 
by Tunneling—The May- 
or’s Reply. 


Opposition on the part of the Broadway 
merthants to the construction of a subway 
Spur on that thoroughfare from Forty-sec- 
ond Street to Union Square by the “ open 
ditch’ method formally was made known 
to Mayor Isow yesterday at noon when the 
committee representing the merchants wait- 
ed on the Mayor at the City Hall. 

The big protest, which was drawn up 
three weeks ago, and to which all of the 
Broadway merchants and property owners 
gave their signatures, while the Mayor was 
on his vacation, was presented and explana- 
uons were made. The Mayor, in response 
to the merchants, promised to bring the 
matter before the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion and to do everything in his power to 
sce that the commission adopts such meth- 
ods of construction, if the spur be deter- 
mined upon, ag will be satisfactory to the 
property owners and other interests in- 
volved. 

William R. H. Martin of Rogers, Peet & 
Co. acted as the spokesman for the sub- 
committee appointed. The other members 
of the committee were Heinrich Conried 
cf the Metropolitan Opera House, George 
Taylor of Aitken, Son & Co., Joseph Mar- 
tin, Theodore B. Starr, jeweler; Charles P. 
Geddes of Smith, Gray & Co., F. W. San- 
ser, theatrical manager; R. R. Moore, Pres- 
igent of the New Amsterdam National 
Bank; Mark’ R. Merrifield of the Conti- 
nental Hotel, Louis T, Todd of the Vendome 
and Marlborough Hotels, Mare Klaw of the 
theatrical firm of Klaw & Erlanger, Ed- 
ward Hatch, Jr., of Lord & Taylor; Arnold, 
Constabie & Co.; John 8. Huyler, confec- 
tioner; John R. Caswell of Caswell, Mas- 
sey & Co., James Slater of JL & S.

We are here as a committee representing the 
property owners ank merchants doing business 
on Broadway, between Forty-second Street and 
Fourteenth Street, to protest against the ditch- 
ing or disturbing of the surface of Broadway 
in the event of the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
deciding to build an extension through Broad- 
ca. srom Forty-second Street to Fourteenth

While we recognize the necessity of rapid 
transit. we object to the method of construc- 
tion, which has brought rain to so many and 
makes traffic almost impossible on many of our 
leading streets. The adoption of this method 
along Broadway, the main artery of this great 
city, with its great traffic by day and still 
greater by night, would mean the bankrupting 
- interests representing many millions of dol- 
ars 

The Pennsylvania Railroad proposes tunneling 
the North River; the Interborough Company 
proposes tunneling the East River. The Rapid 
Transit Commissioners should insist upon the 
sare method of construction on Broadway 

We assume that the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners are not unmindful of the interests of the 
city and of its individual citizens, but we view 
with astonishment and with much concern the 
fact that every plan submitted by the engineers 
and accepted by the Commissioners has called 
for ditching and not for tunneling. The method 
of construction has, as we have stated before, 
worked great financial ruin to many business 
enterprises, and if pursued on Broadway would 
add to the impediment of public travel and 
financial loss 
feel that you will not misconstrue our mo- 
tive in stating that, should the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners insist upon ditching Broadway 
in spite of the reasons we have set forth, we 
feel that it will be necessary to appeal to the 

to protect our interests, although there 
intention on our part of impeding this 
great public work. 

To you, our Chief Magistrate and member of 
the Rapid Transit Commission, we look for that 
protection We beg to hand you a protest 
signed by over 650 property owners and mer- 
chants on Broadway, between Forty-second Street 
and Fourteenth Street, whose investments rep- 
resent hundreds of millions of dollars, and who 
pay annually to the City of New York millions 
of dollars for taxes, all unalterably opposed to 
any method of ditching,

‘You no doubt appreciate the fact that 
the Rapid Transit Commission has not yet 
approved of the route proposed for the ex- 
tension of the tunnel,’’ said the Mayor,

to express any opinion regarding the meth- 
od of construction in advance of such ap- 
proval. 1 will be very glad to submit this 
protest and petitior to the commission, and 
will be glad to do all that I can to have

The 
latter, it seemed, had been informed the 
evening before by some of the jurymen 
that they were divided in their views and 
stood 10 to 2. He directed them to retire 
again, and ‘“‘ not get warm about fit on the 
respective sides, but harmonize." How- 
ever, before the jury did actually retire, 
the plaintiff's counsel charged that there 
were two men among them _who had de- 
termined to block his clicnt's case. One 
was an obstructionist. he said. We know 
who he is, and it is an outrage. This 
started a running fire of requests from 
counsel and directions from the court. The 
Justice kept saying that he simply wanted 
the jury to harmonize. The railroad com- 
pany’s lawyer, on the other hand, insisted 
that the jury had a right to consider the 
case based upon their principles and belief 
of right. The triers of fact retired, but 
again came into court on the evening of 
the second day of their deliberations, and 
announced that they still stood 10 to 2. 
The trial Justice told them that the truth 
of the case glittered and shined, and that 
it was a travesty upon justice “if ten men 
in a case of this kind are one way and two 
the other; that there must be something 
wrong somewhere in the igtelligence or in 
the conscientious action of some jurymen. 
The jury finally gave the plaintiff a ver- 
dict for $8,000, ‘“* We think it very clear, 
says Presiding Justice Adams, in ordering 
a reversal of the pigment ‘that this ver- 
dict was wrung from the jury as the re- 
sult of the coercive measures adopted by 
the court to that end, and that it in no 
sense reflected the calm, deliberative judg- 
ment of the jury itself. In saying this we 
are not uumindful of the fact that the case 
had already been three times tried without 
agreement, and that the trial court was 
naturally anxious to avoid the necessity 
of another trial, but this, in our opinion, 
did not furnish satisfactory or adequate 
reason for adopting the unusual methods 
and for indulging in the very remarkable 
language caplet by the trial Justice in 
his effort about the re- 
sult.’’

THE GREATER NEW YORK DEMOCRACY’S 
DILEMMA.-—-Because both the Democratic 
Party and the Greater New York Democ- 
racy nominated the same State ticket last 
Fall, the returns filed with the Secretary 
of State merely showed the total number 
of votes cast for Bird 8. Coler for Gover- 
nor and did not specify the number voted 
under the emblem of the latter party. 
An application, in the name of Loren E.

If tha’ could be 
shown to be the fact the party could make 
nominations without going to the trouble 
of obtaining signatures to independent cer- 
tificates. he Appellate Division does not 
think the Supreme Court has the power 
to direct any change in the returns, here 
seems,’’ the court said, by Justice Wil- 
liams, ‘‘to be no provision in the law as 
to the evidence upon which the Secretary 
of State, or the court, Justice or Judge, 
shall act in determining whether a party 
or organization cast at ieast 10,000 votes 
for State officerg at the last eléction for 
Governor, and is, therefore, entitled to 
nominate by convention and file a certifi- 
cate accordingly. * * The difficulty is 
that the appellant, while attempting to 
form a party organization separate and 
distinct from the regular Democracy, nom- 
inated precisely the same State ticket that 
had already been nominated by that party.

TROLLEY OFFICIALS FREE 


Court Directs Jury in Manslaughter 
Case to Acquit. 


Says That If Rules of Company Had 
Been Followed by Its Men, Tragedy 
Would Not Have Occurred. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 3.—Acting favor- 
ably upon the motion made by the defense 
yesterday, Chief Justice William 8. Gum- 
mere to-day ordered the jury to return a 
verdict of not guilty in the trial of the 
eleven trolley officials charged with man- 
Slaughter in connection with the death of 
Ernestina Miller in the Clifton Avenue 
grade crossing accident of Feb. 19 last. 
Justices Van Syckle and Dixon concurred. 

The Chief Justice admitted that the cross- 
ing was a dangerous one—even that it 
might have been made safer—but asserted 
that human ingenuity could not make it 
proof against casualty. Then he said that 
the Legislature having granted the trolley 
company the right, no criminal or civil re- 
sponsibility attached to it or to the defend- 
ants or its agents because of having laid a 
track at that point, 

“And so,” the Chief Justice went on, 
“the State very properly concedes that the 
only responsibility which can attach arises 
from a negligent performance of duty. The 
question of the criminal responsibility of 
the individual officers or agents of thé 
company is a much narrower one than that 
of civil responsibility. It must appear that 
each of the Directors, to be responsible 
criminally, has been guilty of gross negli- 
gence, either in the performance, or in the 
failure of performance of some _ specific 
necessary act. 

“The State says that the omission of a 
derailing switch is an act of gross negli- 
gence on the part of these defendants. 
The allegation assumes that the absence of 
the switch produced the accident. 

“Another point of negligence charged is 
that these defendants permitted the front 


platform of the car to be crowded with 
school children, and so contributed to the 
accident. 

“The facts, as submitted by the State, 
show that at the crossing of trolley roads 
by steam railroads it is not the universal 
practice to put in derailing switches, and 
that not more than perhaps 10 per cent. of 
all the crossings in this country are so 
protected. That suggests at least the idea 
that there must be a great difference of 
opinion among men who operate these 
trolley roads at such points as to the ad- 
visability, the wisdom, of that method of 
protection. Where a question of that kind 
8 presented, there being reasons for and 
against the adoption of a thing, it cannot 
be said that, because one method is select- 
ed rather than another, the act is a negli- 
gent one.” 

The Chief Justice referred to the rules of 
the North Jersey Street Railway Company 
as laid down to its employes as providing 
sufficient ea under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, ff they had been carried. out. 
From the evidence it was apparent that if 
sand had been used, as called for by the 
rules, and had the car been stopped thirty 
feet from the crossing, as the rules called 
for, and had the conductor gone ahead to 
the crossing to signal the motorman, as 
the rules require, the accident would not 
have happened. 

“It seems to me,” he said in conclusion, 
“that as this case is presented it cannot be 
said that any one of the defendants has 
failed in the performance of the duty 
which the law imposes upon him, with re- 
lation to the case of passengers who were 
riding upon this car at that time; that 
there is nothing in the case which shows 
such gross negligence on the part of any 
one of them as to render him criminally 
responsible for the death of this poor child, 
whose life was lost in this accident, and 
for that reason I conceive it to be my 
duty to instruct this jury to render a ver- 
dict in favor of the defendants in this 
case, 

Justice Van Syckle in his opinton said 
that the question was a legal one for the 
court alone to decide, and Justice Dixon 
concluded his assenting opinion by saying: 

“In looking over the whole case I cannot 
put my finger on any single circumstance 
which would warrant the court to allow it 
to go to the jury.’ 

After the jury had been thanked and ex- 
cused for the term, the defendants walked 
out of the courtroom. ‘

“There is not much to say. We would 
like to express our impressions of the dig- 
nity with which the trial was conducted 
and the courtesy and fairness of the Prose- 
cutor. Our counsel were willing to admit 
anything in fairness that would keep tech- 
nical obstacles and quibbles out of the 
way, and we think the Prosecutor was 
equally fair and courteous.”’

BOILER EXPLODES; SIX HURT. 


Building of a Newark Chemical Factory, 
in Which a Hundred Men Were at 
Work, Blown to Atoms.

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 3.—Six men were 
injured by the explosion of a bofler in the 
rear of the chemical establishment of the 
Hanson & Van Winkle Company, at 219 
Market Street, at 1 o'clock this afternoon.

The workmen, numbering about 100, en- 
gaged in the erection of a one-story ad- 


dition connecting the rear building with the 
main office and warehouse, had just fin- 
ished their luncheons at the time of the 
accident, The rear building was completely 
wrecked, and the mechanics were thrown 
in all directions. 

It was at first thought that several were 
buried beneath the débris, but speedy 
rescue work by the firemen and the police 
uncovered no bodies. Joseph Winter of 
Dover, the engineer in the building, was 
found buried in the débris In the basement 
and taken out with difficulty. Connelly 
and Oliver were also taken from the wreck- 
H. G. Claussen, the contractor in 
charge of the carpenter work, escaped by 
jumiping from a second-story window. 

Had the explosion occurred a few min- 
utes earlier several would probably have 
been killed, as all of the employes pass 
near the botler room to their places of em- 
ployment on the third floor. 

The cause of the explosion is a mystery. 
The boiler, according to members of the 
firm, had been renovated and inspected as 
recently as two weeks ago. The engineer 
who was acting in that capacity while the 
regular engineer is on his vacation, said 
that there were only. seventy pounds of 
steam on at the time. Winters had in- 
spected the boiler and engine only a half 
hour before. 


One woman was killed, another woman 
probably fatally injured, two men were 
badly hurt, one perhaps fatally, and a boy 
was seriously burned by an explosion that 
wrecked a fireworks manufacturing estab- 
lishment on Fifth Avenue, Maspeth, Queens 
Borough, yesterday afternoon.

Hyman Epstein Escapes from 
Ward’s Island Asylum. 


Asserts That Because He Embraced 
Christianity His Jewish Relatives 
Believed Him Irrational — Ar- 
raigned in Court. 


Hyman Epstein, twenty-three years old, 
confined at the Insane Asylum at Ward's 
Island, escaped yesterday morning, and, 
after being picked up in midstream by the 
police, was later arraigned before Magis- 
trate Crane in the Harlem Police Court. 
The Magistrate, after listening to Epstein’s 
story, given in a decidedly rational man- 
ner, declared that the man was as sane as 
any one in court. Magistrate Crane ordered 
him held, the asylum authorities notified, 
and later started a thorough examination 
of the case. 

Epstein eluded the guards after break- 
fast yesterday, crept to the river bank, 
jumped in, and started to swim to the Man- 
hattan shore. Epstein was dressed in 
shoes, trousers, and the regulation blue 
jumper. 

He is a powerfully built man, about five 
feet nine inches in height, and weighing 
about 175 pounds, with exceedingly broad 
shoulders. The current carried him. some- 
what, but he managed to reach Mill Rock. 
A police patrol boat was coming up river, 
and a patrolman, seeing the swimmer, con- 
cluded he had fallen from some East River 
craft, and attempted to rescue him. Ep- 
stein tried to dodge the boat, but seeing he 
was caught, gave himself up. In the boat 
were Patrolmen Lewis, Gray, and O’Byrne. 

Epstein told the patrolmen that he was 
trying to get away from Ward’s Island. 
After his clothes had dried he was taken 
to the Harlem Court. 

Magistrate Crane, after questioning him 
closely, said: 

‘This man igs no more insane than I am.” 

The Magistrate then asked Epsteih why 
he tried to escape from the island. 

Epstein told a long story in a perfectly 
rational manner. He said: 

‘“* Judge, they confined me in the Insane 
Asylum when I am not insane. I am an 
ex-convict, and I was sentenced in Febru- 
ary, 1901, to Sing Sing for two years by 
Judge Foster. In July, 1902, they trans- 
ferred me to Auburn. While I was in 
prison I reformed, and was converted to 
the Christian faith. As you see, I am of 
Jewish birth. Whenever any evangelist or 
Christian minister came around I insisted 
en standing up, out of deference to them. 
The prison authorities thought I wasn’t in 
my right mind to do this, as they knew I 
was a Jew.” 

Epstein said that Dr. Geran, the physician 
at Auburn, examined him end pronounced 
him insane. He was transferred to the 
Insane Hospital at Dannemora in July, 


1902, whence he was sent to the Insane 
Hospital at Ward's Island. He declared 
that his people, who live on One Hundred 
and Sixteenth Street, near Park Avenue, 
unable to understand his conversion to the 
Christian faith, believed him insane. 

Magistrate Crane listened to Epstein's 
story intently and said: 

‘You look perfectly sane to me. You 
talk rationally, and I can’t see anything 
the matter with you. I am of the opinion 
you are sane, and it’s an outrage to keep 4 
sane man in an insane asylum.
